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KING WARNS YOUTHS 
AGAINST DANGERS 
OF RACE PLUNGING 


Edward VII Leads Jockey Club 
Effort to Avoid Scandal 
Among Aristocrats. 


LONDON, April 27.—At King Edward's 
personal request, the Jockey Club has 
warned a set of young aristocrats, who 
magve in royal society, that they must 
cease making extravagantly heavy 
plunges on the turf. It is notorious that 
the Jockey Club is closely watching the 
horses owned by the plungers and 
threaten to rule off the turf any owner 
who cannot satisfactorily explain sus- 
picious races. 

There is no more dreadful threat to 
a well-born sporting man. If he be 
concerned in a half dozen divorce suits, 
if he promote fraudulent companies, he 
can live down his offenses; but a man 
“warned off’’ is irreparably injured in 
his sporting career. 

King Edward and old-fashioned lead- 

ers on the turf are fearful lest some 
sordid scandal reveal the reckless prac- 
tices of young swells.. They dread a 
repetition of a case like that at San- 
down Park recently, which resulted in 
the warning off of young De Wend Fen- 
ton of an old and wealthy family. 
Fenton and Lord Gerard matched their 
horses, Pitch Battle and Piari, for $500 
a side, owners to ride. To the prophetic 
the betting indicated what would hap- 
pen. The opening price was 11 to 8 
against Piari, the closing price was 100 
to 12 on Piari. The stewards charged 
that Fenton pulled Pitch Battle. His 
weak challenge in the stretch angered 
the crowd and he was hooted. The 
stewards called on Fenton to explain 
his riding. His answer being unsatis- 
factory, the Jockey Club pronounced the 
dread sentence. Soon it became known 
that he was only the scapegoat; that 
youthful bearers of ancient titles -were 
equally to blame. 
Although he thus upholds the honor 
of the turf, King Edward is losing in- 
terest in racing. For two years he has 
had ng returns for the enormous sums 
he has spent in buying. blooded stock. 
He has 20 horses in’ training now, but 
he bets only small amounts. Leopold 
Rothschild acts as his intermediary with 
the bookmakers. 


SHOULD WIVES KNOW 
OF IMPENDING DUEL? 


PARIS, April 27.—Has a wife the 
right to know beforehand of a duel in 
which her husband is to risk his life? 
That question was asked by a news- 
paper and it has precipitated a lively 
controversy in ink in the public. press. 
One woman writes that she learned 
by accident that her husband was to 
fight, followed him to the “field of 
honor’ disguised as a pastry cook’s 
boy, witnessed the combat and caught 
her husband as he reeled from a blood- 
letting sword cut. 

Because wives began to get suspi- 
cious of their. husbands rising early in 
the morning under the imperative need 
of long drafts of pure air, the duel- 
ling hour, which used to be 6 in the 
morning, has been changed to ll, or 
even later. 

Wives argue in the newspapers for 
the abandoning of the long customary 
silence, because as things are the slight- 
est absence of their husbands gives 
them anguish. They are alwuys dread- 
ing to see him brought home pale and 
wounded on a stretcher, when perhaps 
their spouses have only lingered a lit- 
tle jonger than usual over an innocent 
game of billiards before dinner. 

The main reason for concealing im- 
pending duels from wiver is that the 
affair often springs from I/ntrigues and 
concerns the fair name of other wom- 
en. 

Veteran duelists cling to the «ancient 
tradition. Women, they say, have noth- 
ing to do with affairs of honor, and it 
would be a shame for a man to tell his 
wife, who then would employ every 
means to stop the duel, even taking 
the dishonorable course of informing 
the police. They add that the faint- 
hearted could always plead a wife's 
interference to shield his own coward- 
ice.

These figures show the increase of 
men is 14% per cent and that of women 
is 16 per cant. Mr. Kure thinks that this 
comparatively large ratio on the side of 
women is due to the new method of ed- 
ucation, and to the fact that modern 
conditions bring women into the struggle 
for a livelihood side by side with men. 
As to the time of year when suicides 
are most frequent in Japan, the interval 
from April to September is indicated, 
and within that period, again, the 
months of May, June and July have the 
worst record. Haging is the method 
most often resorted to. Out of 48,000 sul- 
cides no fewer than 30,000 were of this 
nature. Men choose hanging and women 
drowning. 
For every 60 deaths by hanging on the 
side of men, there were only 31 on the 
side of women, whereas fof every 41 
men who destroyed themselves by 
drowning there were 58 women. 

As to the Causes. 
The causes of suicide, as ascertained 
from 62,000 cases of men and 37,000 of 
women, were: 

Lunacy, 30,000 men, 20,000 women. 

Sickness, 60 men to every 40 women. 

Unrequited love, 75 men to every 
women. 

Repentance, 75 
women. 

Family quarrels, 
women. 

Pecuniary ss, 
women. 

Grief for the misconduct of children, 
fear of the discovery of crime and pain 
at divorce, 17 men to 8 women.

Mr. Kure inclines to the bellef that a 
suicidal disposition exists among the 
Japanese, and that, possibly, It Is hered- 
itary.

He quotes a few of the 
couplets written by men at the moment 
of self-desruction. The first was writ- 
ten by a man who died because he could 
not pay a debt:

8000 Soldiers Place Them- 
selves at Orders of Police 
Captains. 


PARIS, April 27.—A detachment of 
soldiers was called out to protect 
Parisians against an imaginary strike 
under circumstances reminiscent of 
a comic opera. 

In the afternoon, when the city was 
at peace and lazy Parisians were tak- 
ing the air on the boulevards, 3000 
soldiers—infantry and cavalry— 
marched into Paris from Vincennes, 
halted on the Place de la Republique 
and the Place de la _ Bastile. and, 
then separating, marched to the po- 
lice stations of the nearest districts. 

The officer in command of each 
detachment saluted the district . su- 
perintendent gravly, and told him he 
awaited orders. To say that the su- 
perintendents were perplexed is a4 
mild expression. They thought they 
had been sought out by officers tem- 
porarily deranged, 

Each of them took«his dilemma to 
M. Touny, Director of. the Municipal 
Police, and asked what was to be 
done to get rid of the soldiers, who 
stood their ground and refused to 
leave the police stations without in- 
structions from headquarters. 

M. Touny was as puzzled as his 
subordiriates, and presently the tele- 
phones at.the Prefecture of Police 
and the Ministries of the Interior and 
War were madly ringing—M. Lepine, 
the Police Prefect, M. Clemenceau. 
the Premier, General Picquart, the 
War Minister, and the Military Gov- 
ernor of Paris all talking at the same 
time, and demanding each of the oth-

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LIQUID FUEL FOR STEAMSHIPS. 


One of the best demonstrations of the practicabil- 
ity of using liquid fuel (petroleum) to afford motive 
power to steamships was the recent trip of the 
British steamship Goldmouth, which arrived at 
Thameshaven after a: passage from Balk Pappan, 
Borneo. a distance of over 12,000 miles, withdut a 
stop. The average speed throughout the passage 
was something over nine knots. 

This, the writer in the current Harper’s Weekly, 
was the third non-stop run made by this vessel while 
burning liquid fuel, the first being from Singapore

With- 
out risking his own reputation, he could hardly 
have given an illustration of his meaning by nam- 
ing a single greatly conspicuous American of the 
present or of the past century and a half who may 
not seem conspicuously great a hundred and fifty 
years from now. 

Among the greatly conspicuous Americans of 
the present, 31 to whom: the questions were ad- 
dressed did attempt to answer them, however, and 
their answers as the summary is now published in 
the Scrapbook for May gives illustrations which 
Dr. Wilson did not venture. 

It would be expected, of course, that all would 
put Washington and Lincoln at the head of the 
list, and all did name Lincoln, though one out 
of the 31 had concluded that Washington, though 
greatly conspicuous, had never been conspicuously 
great. 

Out of the 31, 16 excluded Benjamin Franklin 
from their lists of the conspicuously great, 23 ex-

Possibilities of Wireless 
Telegraph on Railroads 


Nicola Tesla in Dallas Times-Herald. 
O ARGUMENT is needed to show that the rail- 
N roads offer opportunities for advantageous 
use of a practical wireless system. Without 
question its widest field of application is the con- 
|veyance to the trains of such general information 
as is indispensable for keeping the traveler in touch 
with the world. In the near future @ telegraphic 
printer of news, a stock ticket, a telephone and oth- 
er kindred appliances will form parts of the regular 
wireless equipment of a railroad train. Success in 
this sphere is all the more certain, as the new is not 
antagonistic, but, on the contrary, very helpful to 
the old. The technical difficulties are minimized by 
the employment of a transmitter the effectiveness 

of which is unimpaired by distance. 

In view of the great losses of life and property im- 
proved safety devices on the cars are urgently need- 
ed. But upon careful investigation it will be found 
that the outlook in this direction Is not very promis- 
ing for -the wireless art. In the first place the rail- 
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roads are rapidly changing to electric motive power, 
and in all such cases the lines become availabie for 
the operation of all sorts of signaling apparatus, of 
which the telephone is by far the most important. 
This valuable improvement is due to Prof. J. Puley, 
who introduced it in Germany eight years ago. By 
enabling the engineer or conductor Of any train to 
call up any other train or station along the track and 
obtain full and unmistakable information, the lia- 
bility of collisions and other accidents will be great- 
ly reduced, 

Public opinion should compel the immediate adop- 
tion of this invention. 

Those roads which do not contemplate this trans- 
formation might avail themselves of wireless trans- 
mission for similar purposes, but inasmuch as every 
train will require in addition to a complete outfit an 
expert operator, many roads may prefer to use a 
wire, unless a wireless telephone can be offered to 


them.

To how many men and women has the thought 
ever presented itself that crime and climate bear to 
each other the relation of cause and effect?

t HE assembling in St. Louls of an educational 
of the leading denominations of the country 


‘suggests a thought with referghce to the denomina- 


tional control of educational institutions in the 
United States,‘ usually spoken of as the relation of 
religion to education, and raises the inquiry as to the 
ullimate form that will be taken by the educational 
and ecclesiastical ideals in this country. 

A century ago the church dominated society and 
the denominational college existed as an auxiliary of 
the church. Harvard and Yale, Princeton and 
Brown were denominational schools, auxillary to the 
Congregational, the Presbyterian and the Baptist 
churches. A hundred years has seen a silent yet 
wonderful development of the community life, the 
State life and the national life, expressing itself 
in our public school system, the most efficient auxil- 
lary toward the working out of our national ideals. 
As the community and national life has developed, 
and State schools have typefied and grown stronger, 
denominational schools have grown weaker except 
Where strongly endowed or where located in sec- 
tions where there was no competition from State 
schools. Moreover, with the decline of dogmatic 
preaching in the denominational pulpit and the strug- 
gle for existence on the part of the denominational 
colleges has come a change in the character of the 
denominational college itself, in the fact that it has 
becomne. denominational in name only, its students 
Being drawn from all denominations and its curricu- 
lum utterly ignoring denominational dogmas. 

Now arises the question, which is of greatest value 
to our country, the teaching of denominational dog- 
mas, with little reference to community, State or na- 
tional life, or the fostering of the community life 
by the inculeation of a few principles of the uni- 
versal truth such as may be taught in any public 
scnool, leaving the teaching of dogma to other or- 
ganizations. 

I venture to suggest that we are now entering upon 
an era in which one of the most important questions 
that will be discussed is, “The community, the 
State, the national life—how can it be most effective- 
ly fostered?” 

[I venture to offer to the 
for a free-for-all discussion, 
by our State school system, and its method of caring 
for the community and State educational needs, 
better than the denominational ideal which surrounds 
‘very public school with half a dozen competitive 
houses of wo.ship?” . 

Recent utterances from°St. Louis pulpits alone in- 
dicate the restiessnes of men who de.ire to see prac- 
tical results follow their labor. Take half a dcusen 
such men at random trom as many different denom- 
inations to write a creed for an American church 
and each would hand in about the same thing: The 
Ten Commandments interpreted and enforced by the 
Sermon on the Mount. And we admit that a single 
church standing in the village hard by the village 
school would find itself fully employed in reducing 
this need to practice!

Over in the Big Horn Basin, in Wyo- 
ming, there is a long, fertile district 
called the Gray Bull Valley, from Gray 
Bull River, which flows through it.

ST. LOUIS, MO. 
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School Teacher on Vacation 
Also Saves Her House 
From Fire. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 27.—One 
of the pluckiest girls in all the west is 
Miss Amy Gurney, county superintend- 
ent of schools of Custer County, says a 
Custer (S. D.) dispatch to the Journal. 
Miss Gurney is a little woman, with a 
modest air, not at all indicative of her 


bravery and cool-headedness. 

As Custer County is not thickly settled 
and as there are not many schools, the 
county superintendent has some spare 
time on her hands. Miss Gurney, there- 
fore, looks after her cattle ranch, 15 
miles from town in a picturesque, rocky 
draw known as Hell’s Canon. The bit 
of a house sits down well in the gulch, 
through which flows a rapidly-running 
stream, where the stock comes to drink. 
Stretches of smootoh park lands near by 
make ideal grazing land for cattle. 

A short time ago Miss Gurney was 
spending a few days alone on her ranch, 
fully six miles from neighbors. One aft- 
ernouvn while.at work near the house, 
she was startled by a cry of agony, al- 
most human in its intensity. Turning 
quickly in the direction from which the 
sound came, she saw a splendid horse 
with nostrils dilated with fright, plung- 
ing frantically up the gulch, closely pur- 
sued by two gray timber wolves.

W. F. Kirby. He said: 

“IT have not paid a great deal of atten- 
tion to it. I felt at the time the change 
became necessary that there was pos- 
sibly some question in the proceeding, 
but as no one asked for an opinion, I 
decided that there was none needed and 
supposed that everybody interested was 
satisfied. 

“At the time, I believed that the Sen- 
ator who occupied the chair the day a 
bill was reported from the Enrolling 
Committee should sign that bill as Pres- 
ident pro tem of the Senate, and that 
Gov. Moore should sign them as execu- 
tive. There was a question of electing 
a president pro tem of the Senate, to 
succeed Judge Moore. To have done 
that, would have vacated the Governor's 
office again, Mc the man elected to suc- 








ceed Judge ore as president of the 
Senate, would falso succeed him as Act- 
ing Governor,|for he holds the latter 
position by re@ason of his position as 
president of the Senate. 

‘“T don’t know that there is any ille- 
gality in the Acting Governor signing 
acts of the Legislature in two places, 
but I thought at the time, and still 
think, it would be better to have the 
president pro tem sign such acts are are 
reported from the Enrolling Committee 
during his day in the chair.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 27.—Be- 
cause of the numerous hard luck stories 
that have come up from New Haven the 
past month regarding the Yale varsity 
crew material, the impression may have 
got aboard that a ‘“‘clean shave and a 
bath,” as John L. Sullivan once said. 
will be all the training that Harvard 
will require to land the annual boat race 


at New London. 

If there is anybody foolish enough to 
belleve that Yale will go down to the 
Thames for the race with Harvard in 
a crippled condition, he has. only to 
visit New Haven as the writer has done 
the past week and speedily become con- 
vinced that instead of a boatload of ce rip- 
ples or weaklings, Yale will. be found 
at the starting line in much better shape 
than last season. 

It was not many days after the contest 
last year that coach John Kennedy of 
Yale saw some radical changes in the 
crew would have to be made to meet the 
Harvard combination this season on 
anything like equa] terms. He set about 
looking up the football heroes and in 
fact every other kind of athlete who 
gave promise of furnishing~husky mate- 
rial for the crew. 

The result has been very gratifying, 
for at present there are four varsity 
crews and four freshmen squads at work 
in the harbor daily, and when things are 
in full swing, nine class crews will also 
be afloat.

The Yale crew of today is an 
known quantity, as’ only two of last 
year’s combination hsve seats in the 
boat—stroke Bolton and Capt Ide at No. 
7. The presence of there men—ang they 
must be regarded as fixtures—guaran- 
tees that both sides of the boat will 
have proper stroking and that the crew 
will have pacemakers able to keep the 
others going from start to finish. 

There are no changes this season in 
the rigging, oars or stroke employed by 
the crew, and unless Bolton loses his 
seat through accident the Yale crew 
will present about the same appearance 
as last June. 

The men are employing 
easy swinging stroke of the past six 
years. They have mastered this stroke 
to such an extent that they row in 
chop seas and side winds and keep the 
shell as steady as an ordinary crew 
does on a millpond. 

Kennedy's men are well versed in wa- 
atermanshij, for they carry their oar 
blades close to the ‘wane on the re- 
covery, and turn them as evenly and 
gracefully as scullers before dropping 
them in the water at the catch. 

The triumph of the Be! gian crew over 
the Britons at Henley, the victory of

His hair 
was cut, he was given a bath and then 
compelled te put on a suit of striped 
clothing with a red letter “R" (for es- 
caped), on the back. He was Bertil- 
loned, his finger prints and photograph 
were taken and he was then assigned 
to work in the laundry, first In charge 
of a mangler ironing sheets, but later in 
marking .clothes. 

The wife and daughter of January will 
have little to live on while the prisoner 
is serving his sentence. They have been 
compelled to take up their home with 
Mrs. Anderson's mother. The mother-

“Ourselves Alone” Policy Out- 
growth of the Revival of 
Gaelic, 


DUBLIN, April 27.—There is no longer 
any doubt that the coming International 
Exposition will have the open opposi- 
tion of those behind the “Sinn Fein’”’ 
(Ourselves Alone) policy, who have in- 
troduced the boycott against English- 


made goods. 

There was never unanimity as to the 
exposition. The Gaelic leaders trom the 
first wanted it to be for Irish indus- 
tries and attractions only, but the Royal 
lrish Industries Association got the up- 
per hand in the arangemeuits and it 
was decided to open tne door to for- 
eign exhibits, and most of the exhibits 
will come from Eugunsgt manufacturers. 
Many of the large [trish firms have de- 
C.ined lo taKe purt. 

Now there is said to be a movement 
throughout the country to persuade the 
home rule advocates and those who ad- 
vocate ‘Ireland for the Irish’’ not to 
attend the exposition or lend any sup- 
port, and it is even reported that board- 
ing-house keepers and others who sup- 
port this view will decline special rates 
to English visitors. 

Boycott Political Protest, 


The “Sinn Fein’’ evidences the per- 
sistent vand apparently inextinguishable 
hatred of Engiand felt by a large sec- 
tion of the Irish people, and is a pro- 
test against the failure of sib- 
eral party, now in power in England. to 
carry out the’ cah 
home rule. The Liberal leaders appear 
willing, but there is determined opposi- 
tion from the English’ business class and 
it is to hit these enemies that the “Sinn 
Fein” policy has been inaugurated. " 

The time has not yet come when open 
rebellion is considered possible. The 
Sinn Fein agitation aims at creating a 
community which will cut itself off 
from all dealings with its neighbor. It 
seeks to teach Irishmen that England 
is the unclean thing that must not even 
be touched; and by the 
the ancient language, the ancient liter- 
ature, the ancient games, “And so on, 
it strives to make an entirely ‘‘Irish 
Ireland.” 

The Sinn Fein is the outcome of tne 
Gaelic League, "which came into exist- 
ence some fourteen years ago. The 
league was the creation of seven Dublin 
men, the president being then, as now, 
Dr. Douglas Hyde, a Protestant and a 
scholar. 

Gaelic League's Big Work. 
League today has some- 
thing like a thousand branches. The 
Gaelic movement has attracted to its 
ranks poets like W. B. Yeats, and novel- 
ists like George Moore. Mr. Moore even 
went to the length of setting up his 
household gods in Dublin and he resided 
here for for some time in preference to 
London. 

The Gaelic League, which was entirely 
unpolitical and without religious bias, 
sought to revive fhe Gaelic language as 
a spoken tongue, and to encourage 
Gaelic arts, industries, music, dances, 
games, and drama. It bridged the gulf 
that separated Protestant and Catholic, 
North and South. 

It was a real national organization, 
and it has succeeded by avoiding at 
least the appearance of the sordidness 
of politics in building up a real national 
sentiment. During 14 years immense 
progress has been made. Whep the daily 
column of Gaelic first appeared in the 
local Nationalist papers, it was said by 
a witty journalist that the only man 
who could read it was the man who 
wrote it, and that he amused himself by 
filling his space with the most horrible 
libels, which no one understood. 

Officinis Must Know Gaelie. 

Now Gaelic is taught in the schools, 
municipal officials are forced to have a 
knowledge of the tongue, the Postoffice 
recognizes it, and the Dublin Corpora- 
tion names its streets in Irish as well as 
English.

The methods of the Sinn Fein are to 
boycott Eglish-made goods, to refuse toe 
recognize the King, to stop recruiting, 
to prevent the employment of soldier 
and police pensioners by public bodies, 
and to oppose the election of representa- 
tives to the English Parliament. 

The non-enlistment campaign has heen 
carried out with almost inconce'vable 
energy. Priests have declared it a hein- 
ous crime for Irishmen to center “the 
forces of robber England,” and one 
placard contained the following: 

“Make a vow that you will not recog- 
nize or mix with any man who dons the 
livery of an Irish slave—the red or black 
coat or blue jacket—and keep your chil- 
dren from mixing with this anti-Irish 
horde—the murderers of the innocent 
Liocr women and children,.”’

Stir up Thy strength, O Lord, and come and 
help us, for Thou givest not always the Battle 
to the strong, but canst save by Many of Few. 
O let not our sins now cry against us for ven- 
geance, but hear us Thy poor servants, beg- 
ging mercy, and imploring Thy help, and that 
Thou wouldst be a defense for us against the 
Enemy. Make it appear, that Thou art our 
Savior, and Mighty Deliverer, through Jesus 
Christ Our Lord. Amen.

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Cornell University Professor 
Believes Old Books Will 
Be Restored.

REVERENCE MAINTAINED 








Standard of Faith and Source 
of Religious Knowledge 
Still Intact. 


ITHICA, N. Y., April 27.—‘'The Bible 
of the future will contain all of the 
sacred books that have been gelimin- 
ated from it by a critical process in 
the ancient synagogue and the) early 
Christian Church,”’ said Prof. Nathan- 
jel Schmfdc of the Department Of, Se- 
mitic Languages and Oriental History 
of Cornell University, in an interview 
with the Post-Dispatcn correspondent 
today. 

Prof. Schmidt was formerly a clergy- 
man, but for many years has been at 
the head of the department mentioned 
at Cornell and is regarded as one of 
the most profound scholars and think- 
ers in Ithaca. He has made long and 
searching studies of the scriptures, has 
traveled for years in Palestine and 
Asia Minor and has a reputation fer his 
knowledge of Hebrew and biblical lit- 
erature as well as the literature of ail 
the other religions of the world. 

‘These books,” said Prof. Schmidt, 
“were at one time in-the Bible. Some 
of them are now in the Catholic Bible, 
but they have been removed from the 
latter-day Protestant Bible. They. are 
mostly inaccessible to the general pub- 
lic, but were widely read by the syn- 
agogues and the early church. I mean, 
for example, such books as the ‘Book 
of Wisdom of Jesus the Son of Sa- 
rach,’ the ‘Wisdom of Solomon,’ ‘Ju- 
dith,’ the ‘Books of the Macabees’ as 
well as the ‘Psalter of Solomon,’ the 
‘Apocalypses of Enoch,’ ‘Baruch and 
Ezra.’ These books will be restored to 
their place in the canonical scriptures.”’ 

Discarded by Churches. 

Prof. Schmidt then gave his 
sons for their view. “‘The reasons 
led to their rejection,’’ he -said, ‘‘do 
not exist today. In_ the early days 
whatever was objectionable to the doc- 
tyines of one church was discarded by it 
and thrown aside.”’ 

He pointed out

that the Protestant 
Church discarded the Apocalypses be- 
cause it objected to some of the doc- 
trines it taught, for instance, salvation 
through good works. The Catholie 
Church did likewise, and so did the 
rabbis of the Hebrew Church. 

“At present,’’ said Prof. Schmidt, ‘‘we 
are glad to have every scrap of writ- 
ings that throws light on the religious 
Nebrew and early Christian

He Scared Woman So‘ Badly 
She Was Sent to Hospital. 


After being twice pronounced dead and 
having an ambulance called to convey’ 
him to the Morgue, George Milkitis, a 
Polish laborer, of Third street and 5t 
Clair avenue, Kast St. Louls, sat bdit 
upright in bed and frightened half a 
dozen weeping friends half to death. 
Milkitis is a roomer in the home of John 
Mattison, having returnea to Hast St. 


Louis yesterday after a prolonged stay 
in .Collinsville. 

While Mrs. Mattison and some of the 
boarders were down stairs yesterday 
evening they heard Milkitis fall heavily 
on the floor. They went up to his room 
and found him prostrate and apparently 
dead. They put him on the bed and 
tried to arouse him. Becoming fright- 
eneu they sent for Mattison. He went 
into the room and spoke to Milkitis, 
who opened his eyés and said that there 
was nothing wrong. 

He got up, walked around awpile and 
appeared to be all right. An hour later 
when he was being congratulated on 
being alive, he fell over again. Efforts 
were made to revive him, but this time 
without success. Mattison and his wife 
and Clem White and Alexander Zelaya 
all pronounced u.m dead, and one of 
them telephoned to the police to send 
an ambulance. 

The city undertaker lost no time in 
forwarding the ambulance to the board- 
ing house, but just as the driver arrived 
on the scene Milkitis sat up in bed 
again. By this time Mrs. Mattison was 
Bo badly frightened that she fainted. 
Instead of taking Milkitis to the Morgue 
the driver taok Mrs. Mattison to the 
hospital, where she was put unuer the 
care of physicians. Dr. Stannagel was 
sent up to treat Milkitis.

Hawley left the earth At 2:15 p. m. 
yesterday. ‘Two hours later, accord- 
ing to a telephone message to the 
Post-Dispatch, he landed safely on 
the farm of Robert Hardcastle, seven 
miles east of Carrollton, Ill, on the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, 60 miles 
north of St: Louis. 


An Exciting Landing. ~~ 
The balloon in descending just 
cleared a. barbed-wire fence and fell 
among a herd of cattle. A. wild 
stampede was the result. In an ad- 


joining field a team of horses took 
fright and ran away. Farmers came 
to the rescue of awley from sur- 
rounding fields. The balloon was 
packed up and the aeronaut went to 
Carroliton, a town of 6000, for the 
night. He telephoned that he would 
be unable to return to St. Louis Sat- 
urday night for a second ascension 
that he had planned. 

The balloon after rising into the air 
from the gas yards narrowly missed 
colliding with a shed. Hawley saved 
himself by hastily throwing over- 
board two sacks of ballast. clearing 
the roof of the shed by only a few 
inches, Then the car caught and held 
for an instant in a string of tele- 
graph wires. A crowd of 300 persons 
looked on anxiously as the car right- 
ed itself and the balloon sailed away 
gracefully to the northwest. 

The ascension was the seventh of a 
series of ten that Hawley must make 
in ord to qualify as pilot of “The 
Citv. oF St. Louis” in the interna- 
tional race for the Bennett cup next 
October. . 

PDodged a Wire. 

Mr. Hawley told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter over the long-distance  tele- 
phone last night that the flight was 
highly successful. 

“But I don’t want another such ex- 
perience as I had in starting,” he 
added, “That was a little too excit- 
ing. I heard the crowd yell and 
looked around just in time to see phe 
car catch and hang on a wire. I 
ducked. I dind't know whether the 
wire was ‘live’ or ‘dead.’ Luckily, the 
car freed itself and I got away all 
right. 

“The general course of the balloon 
was northeast, but over Alton, at an 
altitude of 3500 feet, I ran into all 
sorts of alr currents. The balloon 
was thrown north, east, south and 
west, till I didn’t know in what di- 
rection I was going. I am still try-

“The Bhest altitude I reached was 
6000 feet. During the last 15 minutes 
before I landed the balloon was only 
200 feet from the ground, with the drag 
rope catching among the trees.

Lieutenant-General Baron Kuroki, 
the distinguished Japanese command- 
er, who is to arrive in the United 
States next Wednesday, is formally 
invited to visit St. Louis in a letter 
sent to him in care of 8S. Hisamidsu, 
the Japanese Consul at Seattle, Wash., 
last night. 

The letter of invitation was signed 
by Mayor Rolla Wells and by Coun- 
cilmen Fitzsimmons, Hauschulte and 
Cramer and Delegates Langsdale, 
O’Brien and Davis, constituting the 
special comittee of the Municipal As- 
sembly, appointed for the purpose of 
inviting Gen. Kuroki. and to join with 
the Mayor and the business organiza- 
tions in plans for his reception and 
entertainment In the event of his ac- 
ceptance. 

The official letter. of invitation was 
supplemented by a lIetter to Consul 
Hisamidsu by James E. Smith, presi- 
dent of the Business Men's League,: in 
his official cepedtty as Japanese Con- 
sul in St. Louls. 

Committee’s Formal Action, 

The idea of inviting Gen. Kuroki, 
which was suggested by the Post- 
Dispatch, was formally adopted at a 
meeting in one of the committee 
rooms adjoining the City Council 


chamber yesterday afternoon, at which 
there were present, in addition to 
members of the joint committee, Pres- 
ident James E. Smith of the Business 
Men’s League, President George H. 
PFiant of the Merehants’ Exchange, 
President L. D. Kingsland of the St. 
Louis Manufacturers’ Association, 
President Charles F. Wenneker of the 
Million Club and a representative of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The heads of the industrial organi- 
gations present were enthusiastically 
in favor of the invitation to Gen.

Jumped From St. Louis Train, ° 
His association in and around police 
courts and stations started him, and 
he rapidly became a card sharp.

$101,000 RAISED TO 
DEFEND IDAHO CASES.

NEW YORK, April 27.—Labor unions 
in this city have raised. $101,000 for the 
defense of Moyer, Haywood and Petti- 
bone, who are under indictment in 
Idaho for the murder of former Gov.

The cans 
are really two-in-one. Between the 
outer and the inner can there is a space 


filed with lime. Water poured in ths 
space quickens the lime and heats the 
soup. 

“There is no time to loaf while up 
in a balloon. We don’t intend to read 
books and play cards on the trip. If 
we did we should probably never get 
back. All of our time will be occupied 
with taking observations and managing 
the balloon. One man must be always 
awake. One hand is always on the bal- 
last, ready to throw enough overboard 
at any time to keep tne balloon from 
sinking. That is one of the nice prob- 
lems of ballooning. There are no rules 
by which the amount of the ballast to 
be thrown out is regulated. The aero- 
naut uses his own judgment about 
that.’’ 

Mr. McCoy was asked why he had 
planned to begin his trip at night. 

“The atmospheric conditions are 
more stable at night than during the 
day,” he said, “and we can maintain 
the balloon at an equilibrium at less 
expense of ballast. hat is the rea- 
son that I want to complete as much 
of the journey by moonlight as pos- 
sible. During the day the heat of 
the sun makes the atmosphere unset- 
tled, and the balloon is constantly 
rising and falling. A cold air cur- 
rent condenses the air and causes the 
balloon to fall. Ballast must be 
thrown overboard. Then perhaps the 
balloon encounters a warm current 
and shoots up again. If the atmos- 
heric conditions were stable the bal- 
ast could be saved” 

“How do you tell the speed at which 
you are going?” the aeronaut was 
asked. 

“That is largely a matter of judg- 
ment,” he said. “We cannot tell ac- 
curately. Usually, we can estimate the 
speed by noting the length of time 
that it takes to pass recognized ob- 
jects on the earth.”’ 

“What would you do if you saw that 
you were being driven toward the 
ocean?” 

“Come-down as soon as possible,”

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Assistant 
Fostmaster-General Hitchcock’s South- 


ern trip has been followed by new de- 
velopments. 

The first is that ex-Senator Marion 
Butler of North Carolina has been cho- 
sen as the administration General for 


the South. 

The second is that in at least one 
Southern State, and, presumably, in 
others, the same tactics have been_em- 
ployed as in Wadsworth’s New York 
district and in Ohio, namely, the em- 
ployment of Federal patronage to crush 
the President’s enemies. 

The State where this is known to be 
the case is Tennessee, where the Evans 
faction has been recognized as the ad- 
ministration organization, and the 
Prownlow men are being put out of 
office as fast as possible. 

Brownlow is under the ban for the 
same reason that Wadsworth is in New 
York and Foraker and Dick are in Ohio; 
that is, he is supposed to be in the plan 
to nominate a “reactionary” candidate 
for President and thus thwart Mr. 
Roosevelt’s policies. 

Marion Butler was elected to the 
Senate as a Populist. He was elected, 
however, by a combination between 
Republicans and Populists, and in his 
State Populism was on a different 
footing from what it was in Kansas 
and the Populistic states of the West. 

In the Western states Populism was| 
a blow aimed at the Republican par- 
ty: in the South it was aimed at the 
Democratic party, and Republicans 
were its natural allies. Since Butler 
left the Senate he has been practical- 
ly a Republican and thoroughly. a 
Roosevelt man. 

He was the youngest rdan in the 
Senate when he served there, and was 
regarded as a man of brains and po- 
litical skill. H's success in breaking 
down for a while the otrenere in- 
trenched Democratic party of North 
Carolina has given to many persons 
the idea that he is well equipped to 
advise the administration on South- 
ern matters. He no longer lives in 
North Carolina, but practices law in 
Washington. He has never lost touch 
with his home State, however. 


Like Clarkson’s Job. 

It will be recalled that in 1902, when 
the President was planning to be 
nominated In 1904, James 8S. Clark- 
son of New York was made general 


manager and delewate-getter in the 
South. The osition which Butler 
now holds is similar to that then held 
by Clarkson.

Always Effective Railway 
Accident Preventives. 


The enormous freight traffic is the 
overshadowing element of peril in rail- 
way operation in the United States. it 
is almost three times greater than that 
of all Europe, says a writer in The 
World of Today. Freight trains figure 
in three-quarters of the prominent col- 
lisions reported here. 

The distressful accident in which the 
president of the Southern’ Railway was 
killed, occurred on a road- protected by 
the block signais; and three out of the 
four most shocking railroad accidents 
of the past six months happened where 
block signals were installed. 

I submit that in any discussivn of this 
subject it should be clearly understood 
that such safety as they have on 
European roads is through the manual, 
not the automatic, block system, and 
that rigid automatic discipline among 
railway employes will be more conducive 
to safety than all the safety appliances 
on the market for legislative adoption. 

In the year ending June, 1906, tnere 
were 418 passengers and 3807 employ es 
killed on American railways. Of these 
only 182 passengers and 878 employes 
were reported by the Interstate VUom- 
merce Commission as killed ‘in train 
accidents;"’ that is to say, in accidents 
where the block system could have had 

— protective effect. And of these

°0 passengers and 484 employes 
were the victims of collisions, the form 
of aoctaent the block system is designed 
to avert. 

Thus it appears that only six per cent 
of the deaths from railway accidents in 
the United States were due to causes 
which a block system, effective to a

PRISON § YEARS 
FOR THREE DEATHS 


Convicted of juga Murder, 
Brutal Landlord Appeals 
Against Sentence. 


CAPETOWN, April 20.—The latest is- 
sue of the German paper published at 
Swakopmund contains a report of a 
trial in that tewn which indicates con- 
ditions of the most abject cruelty by 
employers to employes in the Southwest 
African protectorate. 

The defendant, Wiehager by name, 
comes of an old and affiuent Rhenish 
family, has served in the Cuirassiers 
of the guard, and is a reserve officer of 
a cavalry regiment. He went to the 
colony two years ago, at the age of 
22, and purchased a farm, which he ap- 
pears to have conducted in a manner 
that was profitable, but not quite con- 
sonant with current ideas on the sub- 
ject of humanity. It was generally al- 
leged against him that he worked his 
employes with such severity and treat- 
ed them with such monstrous brutality 
that it was only by fear that he could 
compel them to stay with him. The 
specific charges against him were that 
he had shot dead a Herero woman who 
had run away from his service and 
been captured, that he had another 
woman and her daughter, who had also 
been detected in the act of escaping 
from his tyranny bound to a tree and 
left there without attention until the 
mother died, and that as the girl still 
showed some signs of life when the 
cords were untied, he had her hanged. 

He was further accused of having 
bribed’ officers of the Protectorate 
troops with a view to inducing them 
to keep silence as to the atrocities 
on his farm, which had come to their 
knowledge. 

Prosecuting counsel said that the ac- 
cused had driven all natives away from 
his farm by illtreatment,*+ and had 
helped himself out of the difficulty he 
was in through lack of laber in a 
manner which recalled the Arab slave 
raids. On the three separate counts 
he demanded that the prisoner sheuld 
be sentenced to a total of nine years 
and six months penal servitude. 

In the first case Wiehager was found 
guilty, with the mitigation that he had 
not acted deliberately, but in passien. 
He -was also convicted of having caused 
the death of the mother and daughter, 
but not of having had the latter hanged. 
Beth crimes were ranked as bodily in- 
jury with fatal results. The bribery 
was also considered proved. Taking in- 
to consideration Wiehager’s youth, the 
fact that it was his first conviction, and 
the condition of unrest prevailing in 
the Protectorate, the Court sentenced 
him to three years’ imprisonment. 
Against this judgment both prosecu- 
tion and prisener have appealed.

HARRIMAN THROWN OUT 





American Schemers Outwitted 
and Mexico Will Control Its 
Railroad Trunk. Lines. 


MEXICO CITY, Mex., April 27.—The 
most interesting thing in Mexico to- 
day is the proposed Government control 
of all trunk-line railroads in Mexico. 
If President Diaz is criticized for his 
methods; it must be remembered that 
he has a curlous people with whom to 
deal, and the best evidence of the fact 
that his policy is suited to the people 
is that it is successful. - 

One of the most dramatically inter- 
esting points in the whole movement 
is the fact that in adopting a method 
to curb the American trusts in Mexico 
the .plan .of these trusts has been 
turned against them, and the “holding 


Mexican Government is modeled direct- 
ly upon the plan of the discredited 
Northern Securities Co., Secretary of 
Finance Limantour says the first ob- 
ject of this merger is to prevent cer- 
tain large American capitalistic inter- 
ests from getting a grip on Mexican 
transportation interests. 

He does not say plainly that he means 
Standard Oil, nor does he say that the 
plan he is developing is for the purpose 
ef keeping Harriman from getting a 
throat hold. on the situation, but it is 
well understood that one of these two 
interests proposed to Mr. Limantour 
just such a plan as is now being carried 
eut,. with this essential difference that, 
instead of being in it, they are distinctly 
outside ef the breastworks. 

Purposes of Government. 

The three officially announced pur- 
poses are: ‘To avoid the abserption of 
Mexican lines by corporations owning 
connecting properties in the United 
States; to prevent friction and injurious 
competition between such lines in Mex- 
ico, and to bring about a more rational 

and economic outing of freight.’’ 

The total railroad mileage of Mexico 
is 10,900, and of this 7130 miles will fall 
under government ownership. In detaf. 
the plan takes in ten roads and their 

many branches. These are practically 
the roads that capitalistic interests 
sought to combine into a monepoly con- 
trary to the laws of Mexico, and behind 
which was. presented an argument 
which so convinced the Mexican Govern- 
ment that it was a good thing to do, 
that it did it itself. Thus Secretary Li- 
mantour is practically holding the 
Standard Oil eff with one hane and E. 
H. Harriman with the other, since both 
desire to control the situation. 

The holding company which has been 
formed will be controlled by the Mexi- 
can Government through a ma- 
jority holding of the stock and 
bonds, and the company, 
turn. will hold these roads. This 
holding company, illegal in the United 
States, is probably no less illegal in 
Mexico, but the latter point seems to be 
of little importance since the Govern- 
ment has the power to support its acts. 

One point that has not been men- 
tioned is that the individual manage- 
ment of the railroads ts not to be in- 
terfered with, each maintaining its in- 
tegrity, but falling absolutely under 
the final absolute will of the Govern- 
ment through its contro] in the matter 
of rates. 

Harriman Headed Off 

Mexice is full of railroad intrigue, 
enough at least, to warrant the Gov- 
ernment in taking some steps toward 
self-protection. Mr. Harriman, who is 
certainly a bugaboo to the Mexicans, 
is reaching out for the control ef trunk 
lines, and his purposes are suspected. 
Over the border in Guatemala there are 
no concessions granted for further ex- 
tension, but it is one of those open 
secrets that the last Guatemalan revo- 
lution was financed by money fur- 
nished by Southern Pacific interests. 

On the east coast there is the possi- 
bility of ‘‘something doing.” It is known 
that the Mexican vernment desires a 
line from Mexico City to Tampico, on 
the gulf, and from Tampico to Mata- 
moras as soon as it can be accomplished 
without tional’ f competition to the ex- 
istng national lines. It is further be- 
lieved that B. Yoakum, an undoubted 
developer and ‘cee ‘would be glad 
to extend the St. Louis, Brewnsville & 
Mexice Railread, or Gulf Coast Line, 
threugh Mexican territory to Tampice, 
and that the Government’s attitude teo- 
wards him is epposite to its attitude to- 
wards Mr. Harriman.

E MIGRATION depleted the popula- 

tion of Ireland last year to the 

extent of ogous people; or 8&2 per 
1000 of the whole of the inhabitants. 
This total, though below the average 
of the preceding five years by 2090, is 
greater by no less than 474 than the 
emigration figure for 1%5, which was, 
however, the lowest recorded since an 
official statement was first cempiled in 
1851. 

Compared with those early days, the 
35,918 emigrants ef last year become al- 
most insignificant, for in 1852 190,322 
Irish people ieft their own country to 
seek their fortune in fereten lands, and 
as recently as 1882 the number was 108,- 
000 edd. Since 1851 4,110,000 people have 
emigrated from Ireland, which is equal 


to something like 98 per cent of the 
present population.

Dream of Future. 

The conversion of the desolate mesa 
into a fertile district, dotted with towns 
and farm houses, is the dream of the 
citizens of Las Vegas, and if that dream 
is ever realized the future of the city 
of Las Vegas is assured. 

The success of this immigration move- 
ment, which may add millions of dollars 
to the fund which is to be used for the 
common good of the inhabitants of the 
Brant, depends largely upon the suc- 
cess of the dry-farming methods, which 
have not been tested here as they have 
in other parts of the West and South- 
west. Wheat, oats, corn, beans, peas 
and all kinds of vegetables, as well as 
kaffir corn, milo maize, sorghum and 
winter wheat are some of the dry-farm- 
ing crops which, it is claimed, can be 
successfully raised. It is alse claimed 
that small fruit and berries can easily 
be raised on the mesa. 

One hears dry farming discussed on 
every hand in this city and the sur- 
rounding country. It crops out in the 
conversation of business men, profes- 
sional men, working men and farmers, 
for it is generally agreed that upon the 
success of the present experiments de- 
pends to a large extent the future of 
the city of Las Vegas and the sur- 
rounding territory.

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FAST MAIL SERVICE 
MARVEL OF THE AGE 


Fascinating, Perilous Work of Uncle Sam’s 14,000 Railway Postal 
Clerks Is Accomplished With Despatch and Accuracy 
Unequaled in Any Other Institution. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
QO NE of the most highly perfected institutions in this country is the Gov- 


ernment railway mail service. 


When the letters and papers come in 


the morning, few people stop to think of the busy workers who spend 


the night, bringing the communications of commerce and society hours and 


hours ahead of the schedules known anywhere else in the world. 


Uncle Sat 


has about 14,000 railway postal clerks who ride in especially constructed cars, 
and work the mail as it rushes across the various states of the Union to its des- 


hours of weary toil in the traveling postal car as it thunders onward through 


tinations. 

The Burlington runs a train from Chi- 
cago to Omaha, a distance of 500 miles, 
that makes the trip night after night in 


about 500 minutes. To make all neces- 
sary stops and slow-downs, and still 
maintain a speed of a mile a minute for 
such a distance is a remarkable per- 
| formance. This train consists of four 
cars carrying nothing but 650 tons of 
mall, which is handled every trip. Fif- 
teen clerks ride in the cars to sort the

Fast Mail Pet of Service. 


The fast mail fs the pet of the rail- 
way service. It is ‘‘make way for the 
lady’’ when the flyer comes. Some night 
if you happen to be at the station when 
the fast mail departs you will find a 
uozen brawny fellows working like 
beavers loading the car with bulging 
sacks; a conductor pacing back and 
| forth with watch in hand; an engineer 
rubbing and oiling a big steel racing ma- 
chine, like a jockey petting and cod- 
Gling a frisky thoroughbred. This en- 
gine will be a marvel. It will carry 10 
tons of coal and 6000 gallons of water. 
An average-sized man can stand erect 
in its firebox. It is gaunt and angular 
and powerful. It will fret and fume 
like a living thing, impatient for the 
Start. When a lantern swings the sig- 
nal, the driver will give his steed the 
rein, and it will disappear in the dark- 
ness with a roar. 

The work of the railway postal clerk 
is most exacting. By the time he has 
reached the $1200-a-year grade he has 
memorized about 15,000 postoffices. He

Familiar With the Road. 


The men in the cars become so fa- 
millar with the road over which they 
pass that they can tell you exactly 
where they are at any point of the run 
without leoking up from their work. 
They are able to do this by their fa- 
miliarity with all the curves, grades and 
crossings on the line. It is necessary 
for them to judge closely the speed of 
the train in order to have the mail 
ready for all junction points. If one 
of them sees that he has more work 
than he can handle before he gets to 
a given place he calls for help, and there 
is a general rally and hustle to get 
that particular sack ‘‘tled out.”’ 

One of the things that every mail 
clerk prides himself upon is his abil- 
ty to decipher writing that would be 
ilegibile to anyone else. When one man 

ts an address he cannot make out 

© passes it on to the next. and if 
no one on the train can figure it out 
it goes into the “nixies,”” which means 
Megibles that must go to the dead let- 
ter office. Last year the records showed 
that each clerk handled 12,000 pieces of 
mail accurately to every error he made, 
and it is said that hardly one letter in 
100,990 fails to find its way to the proper 
destination.

From the day the first traveling post- 
office was established the success 
of the experiment was assured. 
{ft was but a few years until there 
were railway postal cars on every 
railroad. One does not realize how the 
business of the country has grown until 
he looks at the figures. In 1877 there 
were 864,700,000 nieces of mail handled 
by the railway mail service.. In _ 1888 
the number of pieces handled had in- 
creased to 6,528,772,000. In other words, 
the service had increased 750 per cent 
in 11 years. In 1897 there were 11,571,- 
540,680 pleces handled, or close to double 
the amount handled nine years before. 
In 190€ there was handled, exclusive of 
registered matter, almost 20,000,000,000 
pieces. Thus it will be seen that the 
service in the last twenty years has 
practically doubled itself every - ten 
years. 

Calling Most Dangerous. 

The occupation of the railway postal 
clerk. is a most dangerous calling. It 
is said on the best authority that the 
percentage of mail clerks annually killed 
and wounded in the service is greater 
than that of the United States Army in 
the Mexican War, and several times 
greater than that of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. During the last year there 
were 328 wrecks Te which mail clerks 
figured. The mail cars are usually run 
directly behind the engine, and when 
there is a wreck the fire from the en- 
gine is usually communicated to these 
cars, with the result that many clerks 
and much valuable mail are incinerat- 
ed annually. 

Another cause that adds to the danger 
of the mail car is the use of gas and 
oil as a lighting agent. The moment 
there is a wreck, if oil be used for 
light, the contents of the lamps are 
strewn over the wreckage of the mail 
car and the first spark starts a fire. 
In the case of gas, the pipes leading to 
the storage tanks are usually broken, 
with the result that there is an explo- 
sion, which makes it even more dan- 
gerous than oll. Electricity as a light- 
ing agent would overcome all this, and 
steel cars which could not be smashed 
would also be a great protection to the 
clerks. 

Many Steel Cars Building. 


There are ee more than a hun- 
dred all-stee! cars now: building. The 
Harriman lines have 36 under contract. 
The Pennsylvania has a large number 
and other roads have cars under con- 
struction. The first all-steel pestal car 
was built by the Erie and was exhib- 
ited two years ago in Washington. This 
car was in a wreck last year and, 
though it took a somersault down 4 
steep embankment while the train was 
running at a high rate of speed, it 
came out none the worse for the exper!- 
ence, and all of the clerks escaped seri- 
ous injury. 

The railway postal clerks have two 
organizations. The principal one is 
the Railway-Mall Association, with a 
membership of 11,000. This association 
is a fraternal, beneficial organization. 
It has a paper of its own, the Ratiway 
Post Office, whose editor, Mr. George 

Wood of Portsmouth, N. HL, is 
also secretary and treasurer of the 
association. It was through him that 
the scope of the organization was 50 
broadened as to make it considered 
by the Department a valuable ad- 
junct to the rafiway mail service in 
the solution of the many problems 
that arise in the continual effort to 
better the service. Wood has been re- 
elected to his office nine successive 
times.

MANCHURIA'S “OPEN 
DOOR” IS CLOSING 


Russia and Japan Threatening 
American Commerce and 
Integrity of China. 


In reviewing the entire situation in 
the Far East ene can hardly escape an 
impression that the issues invelved in 
the maintenance of the “open door’’ in 
Manchuria present, for the moment, at 
least, the real crux of the question, 
says the April Scribner. 

If there has not by this time pene- 


trated te the United States some fairly 
accurate cemprehension of what may 
be expected of Japan and Russia, 
should they be permitted te further pur- 
sue their desires in Eastern Asia with- 
out the limitation ef eutside pressure, 
it may be that realization will come too 
late to prevent permanent injury to 
American interests in that part ef the 
world. 

Few persons, even in the United 
States, seem to know that about half 
of American trade in China is, or for- 
merly was, in Manchuria. The great 
decrease in eur trade with China dur- 
ing the past year has been noted, and 
there have been numerous attempts to 
explain it, among which the now mort- 
bund boycott has had a prominent po- 
sition. 

The Japanese closure of Manchuria, 
which caused immense stocks of Amerit- 
can products that had been accumu- 
lated in anticipation of a great demand 
when the war ended, to remain stag- 
nant in the gereved of Shanghai and 
Tientsin, an which was the chief 
cause ef the existing depression, seems 
to have been ignored. 

The matters to be adjusted in Man- 
churia affect all nations trading with 
China, but in regard to this particular 
lecality the United States has the most 
at stake of the so-called outside pow- 
ers. When the war between Russia and 
Japan began, American trade in Man- 
churla exceeded that of any other three 
nations, excepting Japan, and there is 
no reason why this position cannot be 
maintained or even improved under 

ultable conditions.

Abyssinian Official Contradicts 
Report Current of Mene- 
lik’s Widow, 


ROME, April 27.—A high official of 
Abysinia, who withholds his name, 
publishes an article in “Gazeta dei 
Populo,” a leading daily paper, in 
which he states that Her Majesty, 
the Empress Taitu, Menelik’'s widow, 
probably will not become a nun, &S 
was announced same time ago. He 
says she has no intention of so doing, 
although she took the veil once be- 
fore. Whether she may decide to 
spend the last days of her life in a 
monastery, not as a nun, is uncer- 
tain. 

The history of Empress Taitu’s ca- 
reer reads somewhat like one of Boc- 
caccio’s stories. She spent her child- 
hood at the court of King Theodorus 
of Wuterich and she married there a 
near relative of the King. During 
her honeymoon she was taken from 
her bridegroom by King Theodorus, 
who was charmed by her. At first 
he gave her everything good he could 
find in his kingdom. He soon grew- 
tired of her and kept her as a slave. 

Third Husband Soon Tired, 

After the death’ of Theodorus she 
married General Tackle Georgis who 
lived with her a few months anc. then 
gave her to a statesman by name 
Dianteir Udie To her regret, how- 
ever, her young husband was arrest- 
ed by the new king and she tock the 
vet. 

She could not endure the life of 
Debra Neri monastery and soon went 
to Shoa and married the “Beau Brum- 
mel” ot the province. He was a gen- 
eral, Zeccaragadshu by name, who 
was one of the most influential men 
in the kingdom -and who was great- 
ly respected by the then Emperor 
Menel.k.

BOY MAY “CUSS” 
WHEN PROVOKED 


Court Holds Profane Language 
Is Not Necessarily Breach 
of Peace. 








WORDS AIMED AT TEACHER 





Lad Ordered From School 
Grounds Expressed His Sen- 
timents Forcibly. 


If a boy tells the principal of a 
school that he (the principal) “doesn't 
own the whole damn school yard” he 
does not necessarily commit a_ dis- 
turbance of the peace, according to 
the decision of Justice Werremeyer at 
Clayton yesterday. He may even go 
so far under certain circumstances as 
to tell the professor to ‘“‘go to hell” 
without putting himself within reach 
of the strong arm of the law. 

Clifford Nelson, 15 years old, and 
very smali for his age, used this lan- 
guage toward Prof. William T. Ben- 
der, principal of the Rock Hill School 
in St. Louis County. He was justi- 
fied, the Justice heid, on the ground 
that Prof, Bender provoked him be- 
yond the limit of juvenile endurance. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnston, who prosecuted the boy, 
upheld the decision of the Justice. 
The cisturbance, which gave rise to 
the charge against Clifford, took place 
at the Rock Hill School April 8. It 
was at the afternoon recess, about 2 
o'clock, and several of the _ school 
children witnessed and heard it. Sev- 
en boys, all about Clifford's age, ap- 
peared in court as witnesses. 
Clifford lives with his stepfather, 
Fred Nelson, at Windom, a short dis- 
tance from the school building. He 
works about the house and runs er- 
rands for his stepfather. On the 
day the trouble oceurred he was sent 
by his father on an errand past the 
schoolhouse, and, according to the 
testimony, was told to stop at the 
school. 
Ordered Boy to Leave. 

Prof. Bender first told his story to 
the Court. He said he was standing 
at one of the front windows on the 
lower floor of the school building 
when he saw Clifford approaching. 
He called to him to leave, not in the 
tenderest of tones, according to his 
own admission. 

The boy retreated toward the gate and 
Prof. Bender, believing he had been per- 
manently routeu, turned his back. 

A moment later he turned to the win- 
dow again and saw Clifford ‘approaching. 
He told him again to depart, this time 
in tones a little more strident. Clifford 
was very slow this time in obeying and 
the professor went to the front door. 

Then there was a wordy altercation 
between the teacher and the boy. Clif- 
ford told Prof. Bender that he wanted 
to see a boy in one of the lower rooms. 
Prof. Bender told him he could see no 
one at that time. Both talked a good 
deal and Clifford finally retreated to the 
gate. From that vantage point he look- 
ed back and uttered the profane words 
of which Prof. Bender especially com- 
plained. 

Following Prof. Bender came the four 
school boys, who told of the quarrel as 
they heard it. Some of htem were too 
far away to catch the language that 
was used, but they said the tones were 
rather rough. All of them heard Clif- 
ford’s parting remarks at the front 
gate: 

Wanted to Collect 50 Cents, 


Clifford took the stand in his own 
behalf. He said that on the uay of the 
trouble he was sent by his step-father 
on an errand past the school house, and 
was told to stop in there and get 560 
cents which a boy there oweu him for 
a saddle. The boy had promised to 
bring the money that dav. he said. 

When Prof. Bender told Clifford to 
leave he said he. started to do so, but 
he thought he ought to get the monty 
first, so he returned. While he and the 
professor were arguing he told his 
younger brother, Mills Nelson, what he 
wanted, and Mills went into the schoo! 
room and got the money. 

Clifford’s stepfather took the stand 
and told of sending Clifford to the 
school to get BO cents. 

Prof. Bender took the stand again 
and started to tell why he ordered Cilif- 
ford to leave the yard without waiting 
for him to explain why he came. Julius 
Nolte, Clifford’s attorney, objected, and 
Prof. Bender was not allowed to go 
farther than to say that Clifford raised 
a disturbance at the school on Valen- 
tine’s day. 

Attorney Nolte, In an argument, held 
that Clifford could not be punished for 
disturbing the peace of the school, since 
the s-hool was not in session at the 
time the trouble occurred, and, further, 
that disturbances of this kind must be 
accompanied by an Intention to disturb 
pare they are punishable under the 
aw. 

The information also charged Clifford 
with disturbing the peace of Prof. 

It was this charge that was 
dismissed on the ground that there was 
justification for the alleged disturbance. 

After the hearing, Justice Werremever 
admonished Clifford against further 
trouble with Prof. Bender.

Prof. Bender was not principal ag that 
time. He and Clifford had a difficulty 
before when Clifford entered the school- 
yard and it was this that Prof. Bender 
wished to tell about when he took the 
stand the second time.

RAIL AOAD TIES ARE 
NOW EMBALMED 


Preservative Used at Evansville 
Prolongs Life of Wood 
Ten. Years. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 27.— 

Evansville has one of the most novel 
industries in the plant wheré railroad 
ties are embalmed. From all parts 
of the Ohio and Mississippi Valleys 
ties are shipped here and treated in 
preservatves at the rate of 3000 a 
day. 
The problem of getting wood ties 
has been a serious one with the rail- 
roads for the past five years. Cy- 
press and white oak timber is scarce 
and enough cannot be obtained to 
supply the demand. New track is to 
be laid and old ties removed each 
year. Concrete and iron have been 
tried and found to lack the spring 
and resilency necessary to safety 
one comfort in rallroad transporta- 
on. 

With the preservation process, as 
it is used ere, timber heretofore 
unavailable is made highly destrable. 
For instance, there are great stretch, 
es of red. oak forests still standing 
in thie section of the country be- 
cause the timber could not be used 
in any exposed place. It is hard and 
strong, but soon rots. Its life in the 
ground is three to five years. Treat- 
ed at the plant here red oak ties will 
Stay in the ground 15 years and still 
be solid. 

The -process employed is to place 

the tiles in a retort and then draw 
out all of the sap and tannic acid by 
vacuum pressure. This leaves the 
ties dry and with all pores open. 
Then a preparation of creosote o1 
chloride of lead is forced into the 
retorts and kept under high pres- 
sure. At the end of five hours the 
ties are filled with the preservative 
ingide and out. 
The plant has been in operation 
only three months and has more 
Standing orders than it can turn out 
in a year. During the coming year 
it will be enlarged. 

It is estimated that ten thousand 
lumbermen.are at work alon the 
Green River and its tributaries in 
Kentucky cutting up tie timber. The 
ties are worth from 2 to 50 cents 
each in the forest and they sell for 
twice and three times this afount 
after being treated.

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TURKEY TO INVEST 
$5,00,000 IN ARMS 


Great Activity Follows News 
From Bulgarian War 
Office. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 27. — Any 
fresh military d.sposition on the part of 
the Bulgarian Government at once 
arouses a great display of activity in 
Turkish military circles. The recent 
decision of the Government of the Prin- 
cipality to spend $6,400,000 on arma- 
ments has consequently brought about 
a spell of feverish activity and bustle 
at the Turkish War Office. The decision 
to build an iron pier at Rodosto in place 
of the present broken-down wooden 
structure, to complete the fortifications 
at Adrainople, and to purchase 55,000 
pairs of sandals for the redifs, has al- 
ready been reported, and mention has 
also been made of the scheme of reor- 
ganization of the second and Third 
Army Corps, by which it is hoped to 
secure a large permanent 
the fighting force with the colors,; 

Another measure under consideration 
by the War Office is the constructién of 
branch lines of railway from Rodosto to 
Muratli, on the Dedeagateb-Constanti- 
nople line, and from Baba-eski, on the 
Adrianople line, to Kirxkilisse. Both 
these branches, amounting together to 
50 miles in length, would greatly facili- 
tate mobilization and concentration of 
troops in Macedonia. 

An order has been placed for the sup- 
ply of line, Af ews and bandages suf- 
ficient for 60 batialions, to be delivered 
at Djuma-bala. This by no means ex- 
hausts the measures. decided upon by 
the Army Consul. An artillery park is 
to be established at Konleli-bourgas, 
near Arianople; the Fourth and Fifth 
Army Corps are to be armed with the 
small bore Mauser rifie—this is an old 
plan which has never been carried out— 
and finally 5000 norses are to be pur- 
chased in Hungary and Russia for the 
artillery, which is badly in wayt of

LITTLE OF WAR 


Passenger From Country of 
Revolution Ignorant of 
Campaign Progress. 





NEW ORLEANS, April 27.—On ghe 
steamship Dictator, just arrived from 
Ceiba, Honduras, B. Webb, a passenger, 
told incidents of the recent trouble and 
the enforcement of martial law, and 
gaid the entire country was never more 
peaceful. Mr. Webb is the manager 
of an orange plantation about a half 
mile from Ceiba. 

He said it was very difficult for any 
one in Ceiba, during the recent trou- 
ble, to get news of the fighting on ac- 
count of the woeful lack of telephone or 
telegraph service in that city. There 
is a telegraph line from Ceiba to El 
Porvenir, a short distance, | and a pri- 
vate telephone line from Ceiba to Sa- 
lado. With only these two means of 
communication. with the interior the 
residents of Ceiba were more in the 
dark concerning the revolution than 
people in this city. 

Apology to American Officer.

trouble Mr. Webb heard of was the 
refusal of some Honduran soldiers to 
let a party of American marines land 
from the Marietta at El Porvenir. The 
pluejackets wert ashore under com- 
mand of Lieut.

This was 
also at El Porvenir. There is no Eng- 
lish representative at the place, and all 
of that nationality are under the pro- 
tection of the American Consul at Cei- 
ba. The Hondurans who pulled the flag 
down were never called to account. 

Before the Hondurans lost control of 
Ceiba the city was put under martial 
law. This, Mr. Webb says, was strict- 
ly enforced and was a great inconven- 
ience to all residents whether native or 
foreign. The principal feature of the 
law was a sort of curfew ordinance. By 
6 o’clock in the evening every one had 
to be off the streets. On belated Amer- 
icans /this was especially hard. 

Could Not Go ome, 
Mr. Webb very often had occasion to 


leave the plantation in the outskirts 
of Ceiba and come into the city on busi- 
ness. If this kept him later than 6 
o’clock he was compelled to remain in 
Ceiba all night. Three times this hap- 
pened. When he attempted to return to 
the plantation, he was stopped by Hon- 
duran soldiers, armed with picturesque 
relics of some bygone revolution. He 
does not understand Spanish, but they 
made it plain that he could not leave 
the town. One night he teok refuge 
in the Police Station. He could not ar- 
ue with the soldiers on account of his 
ack of knowledge of the language, and 
they would not let him go either to- 
wards the plantation or the hotel. He 
felt it would be unhealthy for him in 
the streets and chose the only shelter 
in sight. Other. Americans and even 
natives were subjected to the same 
treatment. 

P. Culotta, the supercargo, said the 
quarantine restrictions on the coast of 
Honduras were still in force and would 
remain so until about Nov. 1.

ESTERN FARMERS 
FLOCK 10 CANAD! 


One Thousand Pass Through 
Omaha Each Month for 
Northern Lands, 


OMAHA, Neb., April 27.—In the first 
half of April 428 persons from Nebraska 
and lowa moved across the border and 
became citizens of Canada, They car- 
ried 79 carloads of household goods and 
their financial condition can be seen 
when it is known that their combined 
property, every cent of which went into 
Canada, was $324,805. This is the record 
for only two. weeks, the number being 
further limited by the fact that only 
those passing through the Omaha gaté- 
way are included in this list, which is 
furnished by the Canadian Government 
agent in this city, W. V. Bennett. 

Indeed, the movement from the Cen- 
tral West into Western Canada has be- 
come so serious that the Census Bureau 
of the United States reports that the 
Middle Western states have not gained 
in populatioh the last five years, despite 
the thousands of new settlers who have 
arrived here from the East. According 
to this census report, the outgoing set- 
tlers just about balanced the incoming 
ones—and ihe principal destination of 
the outgoing settlers was Western Can- 

a. 








Two Trains Last Month. si 
Twice last month full trains were run 
from this section to Canada. One of 
these went to Calgary, while the other 
went to Regina. From these points the 
people in the trains scattered to their 
different - destinations. Saskatoon /,re- 
ceived the largest number of any one 
town of the train destined to Regina, 
while Red Deer, midway between Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, got the IMlion’s 
share of those who went to Alberta. 

The men going into Canada from Ne- 
braska and Iowa are not those who 
have made failure of this portion of 
the country and are moving along, hop- 
ing for something to “turn up.” On 
the other hand, they are the best farm- 
ers in the whole country, and in most 
cases have just sold their lands down 
here and are moving to Canada, ex- 
pecting to buy larger farms than they 
had in this country—and this, too, by 
using only a portion of the money for 
which they sold out. 

As compared with the prospects for 
an increase in land values in Western 
Canada, the prospects in Nebraska and 
Iowa are small indeed. Here, the land 
has about reached its maximum value 
for. farming; in Canada the farmers say 
they can buy good land cheap and that 
within a few years its value will be 
many times its present cost price.

POLICE HOME BULE 


House Committee Fails to Take 
Action on Bill to Change 
Law. 





SESSION TO END SOON 





Utilities Legislation and Fel- 
low Servant Bill Haye 
Fight Ahead. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
é Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 27.—Legis- 
lation to give St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph home rule in the matter 


of police jurisdiction appears to be dead. 
Representative Sherman of St. Joseph 
introduced a bill along this line, but 
nothing has been heard from it since it 
was referred to the Committee on Mu- 
nicipal Corporations. That committee 
has considered several other bills since 
the home rule measure was presented, 
but its members are evidently not dis- 
sed to change the metropolitan police 


aw. 

The Sherman bill provides that the 
voters must first decide by majority 
vote whether they desire home rule be- 
fore the Municipal Assembly adopts an 
ordinance authorizing the change. There 
has been all sorts of agitation for an 
Excise Commissioner, new dramshop 
laws and other matters, but it is as dif- 
fiult to find a home rule advocate as it 
is to find the proverbial needle in a hay 
stack. 

It is practically certain the Legisla- 
ture will not remain in session longer 
than May ll. Only 12 working days, 
therefore, remain and there is an im- 
mense volume of business to be con- 
sidered. Nearly 100 bills covering the 
various subjects included in ‘the Gover- 
nor'’s call are before the House of Rep- 
presentatives, while the Senate bills 
number probably 35. 

The enabling act ought to pass the 
House the coming week, unless the lob- 
by managers delay action. The unani- 
mity with which the Senate passed this 
bill is no indication tnat the lobby has 
run to cover. Its agents are still on 
the groundjand they are working vigor- 
ously with their friends in the House, 
of whom there are not a few. | 

Members of the St. Louis delegation 
offered various excuses for voting no on 
the enabling act at the regular session, 
but none of the reasons then given for 
their hostile attitude can apply now. 
The issue on this question is regarded 
as so plain between the corporations 
and the people that it will surprise the 
friends of the enabling act if any well- 
meaning legislator jeopardizes his po- 
litical future by assuming a position of 
opposition toward it. 

Mine Bill Has Friends. 

Next to the enabling act the fellow- 
servant bill is receiving the most at- 
tention. Members who voted against a 
bill of this kind at the recent session 
are now disposed to support it. Rep- 
resentative Lewis of St. Francis County 
has prepared a'‘bill that is favored by 
the $40,000 miners of Missouri, in whose 
behalf it is offered. Its chief provision 
follows: 

“That all] persons engaged in _ the 
service of any such person, company 
or corporation doing business in this 
State who are intrusted by such per- 
son, company or corporation with the 
authority of superintendence, control or 
command of other persons in the em- 
ploy or service of such person, company 
or corporation, or with authority to di- 
rect any other servant in the perform- 
ance of any duty of such servant, or 
with the duty of inspection or other duty 
owing by the master to the servant, are 
vice principals of such person, company 
or corporation, and are not fellow serv- 
ants with such employes. 

“That all persons who are engaged 
in the common service of such person, 
company or corporation operating a 
mine or mines, and while so engaged are 
working together at the same time and 
place to a common purpose of same 
grade, neither of such persons being in- 
trusted by such person, company or cor- 
poration with any superintendence or 
control over their fellow employes, are 
fellow servants with each other. 

“No contracts made between any 

rson, company or corporation so 
operating such mine or mines and their 
agents or servants, based upon the 
contingency of the injury or death to 
any such agent or servant, limiting the 
Ma bility of the employer for any dam- 
ages under the provisions of this act, 
shall, be valid or binding, but all such 
contracts or agreements shall be null 
and void.” 

The mine operators intend to send a 
powerful lobby here to bring about the 
defeat of fellow-servant legislation. 
After the methods employed at the 
recent session, however, it is not 
thought they will get much encourage- 


ment.

GREATEST TEACHER 


Modern Journals, Declares N. 
0. Nelson, More Important 
' Than Literature, 








[UP-TO-DATE NEWS VITAL 





Thirty-Five Years as a Manv- 
facturer Celebrated With 
a Dinner. 


N. O. Nelson, business man and phi- 
lanthropist, gave a dinner at Lippe’s 
Restaurant last night in celebration of 
his thirty-fifth year as a manufacturer, 
at which he declared that the modern 
newspaper, stigmatised by some as 
“vellow journal,”’ is the greatest @du- 
cator of the people. 

Thts feature of Mr. Nelson's talk was 
due to a speech made at his request by 
Mr. Johns of the Post-Dispatch. Mr. 
Johns, in a brief talk on the value of 
mutual helpfulness or co-operation in 
society, referred to the Darwinian the- 
ory of the survival of the fittest and to 
Nitzch's exaggeration of that, saying this 
theory has become 80 popular that not 
until recently had the theory of mutual 
interdependence and co-operation been 
advanced. He said Mr. Nelson had been 
one of those to advange the status of 
American society by demonstrating that 
society is not based upon a continual 
struggle, not an unending enmity be- 
tween man and man, but upon the psirit 
of mutual helpfulness, 

Real Educational Force, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Johns’ ad- 
dress, Mr. Nelson said: “I did not men- 
tion to you, and Mr. Johns did not, that 
he is a newspaper man on the staff of 
the Post-Dispatch. In connection with 
informing you on that point, I want to 
say that progressive and aggressive 
journalism is stigmatized by some as 
‘vellow journalism.’ That, in my opin- 
ion—I refer to ‘yellow journalism,’ 80 
called—is the greatest educational force 
influencing the people today. 

“Such newspapers as the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch do more 
to inform and elevate the people than 
any other agency. ‘Slow’ contemporar- 
ies designate their live competitors as 
‘yellow,’ but that fs in no sense a just 
appellation. Many persons persist in 
reading in literature the scenes  de- 
scribed by Zola and Balzac and Pe- 
trarch; but I, for my part, consider the 
incidents of our own day as given in the 
up-to-date newspapers just as vital and 
much more important and interesting, 
because they are the things we need to 
know.”’ 

Mr. Nelson presided as toastmaster 
at the dinner, at which about 200 em- 
ployes and stockholders were present. 
It began at 6:30 p. m. and continued 
until midnight. After the dinner wus 
completed, he made an _ introductory 
speech, in which he said that what he 
particularly wanted was that every- 
one present would have a good time. 


Need to Look Both Ways. 
“Life is either a prison or a pleasure 
ground,” Mr. Nelson said. “It is per- 
fectly rational to use men’s abilities 
and heads and hands to the best advan- 
tage, and the only way to do that is 


to put something before them to look 
forward to’ and backward to. That is 
why this meeting is held—primarily for 
a good time. I am not in business for 
the profit alone—the grind and hard 
usages of money-making—and any man 
who is will find that the game isn’t 
worth the candle.” 

Mr. Nelson told of entering business 
in March, 1872, and at his request those 
who were in the same business with 
him at that time stood. Five were 
present. Letters were read from cus- 
tomers who-had bought from Mr. Nel- 
son since he began business. In this 
35 years, he said, the world had regis- 
tered greater progress than in any cen- 
tury preceding. He entered the busi- 
ness of manufacturing plumbing sup- 
plies, he said, fresh from the Civil War 
—fresh from the business of murdering 
men. This Lapses a witty speaker 
who followed him to say that he had 
not changed greatly from soldiering to 
soldering—from the gun to the lead 
pipe and the ‘“‘lead pipe cinch.’’

District Attorney Jerome Read- 
ing Confessions of Douglas 
and Dennett,

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 27.—Having ob- 
tained full confessions from W. 0O. 
Douglas and Oliver M. Dennett con- 
cerning the looting of $450,000 worth of 
the securities of the Trust Co. of Amer- 
ica, District Attorney Jerome has re- 
tired to his home at Lakeville, Conn.. 
to read them, compare them with each 
other and aiso compare them with a 
statement issued by Josiah Quincy, for- 
mer Mayor of Boston, and Democratic 
leader in Massachusetts. Mr. Quincy 
is the lawyer whom Dennett consulted 
when he and Douglas arranged a plan 
to steal and hide at least $1,000,000 worth 
of securities from the trust company. 
The object of the plan was to hold tie 





i hidden loot as a club over the trust com- 


pany officers in order to force them to 
abandon prosecution. 

Forbes J. Hennessy, counsel for Den- 
nett, read Mr. Quincy’s statement very 
carefully today. When asked what he 
thought about it, he said: 

‘Mr. Quincy’s statement is inaccurate 
in several details. For instance, he says 
he was not well acquainted with Den- 
nett. I think it will be shown that he 
and my client were pretty well acquaint- 
ed. There are other points that I might 
speak of, but it is too early tn the case.”’ 

Mr. Hennessy said that it was by his 
advice that Dennett made his four-hour 
statement to the District Attorney. He 
added that it was a rule when he was 
connected with the District Attorney's 
office that immunity was allowed any 
person accused of a crime who gave ma- 
terial aid to the District Attorney. 

“I presume,”’ remarked Mr. Hennessy, 
‘that the rule is still in effect.”

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SALVERS CUT WRECKED SHIP 
IN TWO, SAVING MOST OF IT 
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Two-Thirds of Liner Removed 
From Danger Point With 
Machinery. 


LONDON, April 27. 

HE splendid feat of cutting the 

grounded White Star liner Seuvic 

in two with dynamite off Lizard 

Point, near Falmouth, by which opera- 

tion two-thirds of the vessel and all of 

the expensive machinery was saved, has 

attracted the admiration of engineers 
throughout the Kingdom. 

The task was begun late in the after- 
noon, but had to be abandoned until the 
following morning because of the rough- 
ness of the weather. However, the 
blasting had been effective, and the 
final charges at daylight ripped off the 
keel with ease. 

Delicate Piece of Work. 

Three tugs were brought into position, 
and with wonderful skill, but at tremen- 
dous risks, hawsers were attached and 
the rescued portion of the Suevic was 
towed clear of the rocks. Then the ex- 
traordinary character of the work of the 
salvers excited admiration, for i? seemed 
that the cleavage was so smooth that it 
might have been accomplished by a cy- 
clopean guillotine. 

As the wind and cross swell of the 
sea did not seem to diminish, no time

of the liner to Plymouth, wre, it js 
understood, she will be «temporarily 
strengthened in the Government dry 
dock. Had her condition been critical 
she would have been towed into Fal- 
mouth, where she would have been run 
on a sandy beach, as the dry docks are 
not of sufficient capacity to accommo- 
date such a large vessel. 

The salved portion of the Suevic be- 
haved splendidly when being towed 
stern first to the port she would have 
made just a fortnight sooner had she 
not met with disaster on the Skay Rocks 
at the Lizard. 

The portion which remains on the 
rocks, approximately 200 feet of her fore 
part, inculding the bridge, stood rigid 
until the salved two-thirds, containing 
the engines and other appointments of 
most value, had got well out of sight, 
but how long it will stand the batter- 
ing of the Cornish sees is doubtful. 

Another Ship Wrecked There. 

The Suevic is the second vessel which 
has been cut in two at the Lizard within 
a few months. In the case of the Nel- 
son liner Highland Fling, the forward 
part went to pieces. and it seems prob- 
able that will be the case in respect 
to the Suevic. 

Undoubtedly the saving of the Suevic 
is the finest feat ever accomplished by 
an English salvage association. 
saving. of the Highland Fling was con- 
sidered the biggest achievement in the 
history of English salvage perform- 
ances, but the cutting in two of the 
Suevic was of a far more extensive and 
hazardous gnerecter.

had acted in self-de fe nse. He was ex- 
onerated by the Coroner’s jury and dis-

Morgan was in the City Hospital at 
St. Louis several weeks. When he re- 
covered he went to Scott County, Mis- 
souri, and later drifted to Kentucky. 
His queer actions in, Lexington caused 
him to be placed in an asylum. He 
talked constantly about the man he had 
killed. He had a delusion that he 
ought to be hung.

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FOOLING’ BOODLERS 
COSTS HIM $5000 


Tube City Railway President 
Testifies to His Experience 
Among Councilmen. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 27.—Details of 
the Pittsburg & Tube City Railway 


scandal were laid bare in startling fash- 
ion by C. 8S. Cameron, president of the 
railway company, whose battle for a 
franchise revealed a ‘‘graft combine’’ in 
city councils. 

In addition to exposing the methods of 
the bribe-seeking councilmen, Cameron 
virtually asserted that his pocket was 
picked of $70,000 which he had expected 
to use as a bait to fool the boodlers, but 
which, he said, was never intended to 
reach the hands of the lawmakers 
whom he was trying to persuade to pass 
the ordinance giving his company a 
franchise. Cameron said that all but 
$5000 of the $70,000 was afterward re- 
turned, but the smaller sum was still 
missing. r 

Mr. Marron subjected the witness to 
a searching examination. When asked 
point blank if he had not paid members 
of councils regardless of the big boodle 
fund, Cameron declared that he had not 
expended one cent in this way, and re- 
peated that he never had any intention 
of giving Martin money for the com- 
bine. He sald he wanted to fool the 
councilmen until the ordinance was 
passed, 

With the disappearance of the $5000 
came the scandal which ‘resulted in the 
whole scheme being exposed. Cameron 
said that within the next few days 
council met and sent the ordinance to a 
special committee, which has never met. 

Mr. Marron instructed Cameron to ap- 
pear again tomorrow, bringing with him 
the list of councilmen, and also. the 
stockbook of the railroad company. This 
Cameron consented to do. 


AMERICAN CRITIO 
ANGERS FRENCHMAN 


PARIS, April 27.—Camille Pelletan, 
the well-known French journalist and 
author, is incensed against Americans. 
The reason? It is very simple. An 
American who lives in the French cap- 
ital has shown up M. Pelletan to be 


ignorant in matters American. This 
ig more than a French journalist can 
bear. The idea of being called ‘a know 
in the French press by one 
‘‘money-stuffed, overgrown 
babies who call themselves Americans,” 
rather hurts the clever journalist. 
His troubles began when he wrote 
about the income tax. He is in favor 
of this reform. He wanted to prove 
that other countries besides France 
have tried it and are thriving on it. 
He quoted among tne countries with 
income taxes, Prussia and the United 
States. The day after his otherwise 
cleverly worded article appeared § in 
rint, an American wrote a letter to 
he Matin, a Parisian dail per, and 
explained that the Unite tates has 
no income tax and that M. Pelletan 
did not know what he was talking 
about. 
The man asked the paper not to give 
his name, but said he is an American 
citizen and that he knows that the 
income tax was abolished in the United 
States two years after the Civil War.

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Henry Raab School, Completed, 
Example of Modern 
Appliances. 


School children in the southwestern 
part of Belleville will have one of the 
most modern schoolhouses in southern 
Illinois next year: The new Henry Raab 
School will not be used until the fall 
term opens, though it is practically com- 
pleted now. 

The new schoolhouse is located at the 
southern end of South Silver street and 
is intended to relieve the crowded con- 
dition of some of the West End schools, 


The Franklin and Lincoln schools now 
care for the children in this district, of 
which the new school is almost the cen- 
ter. 

The Henry Raab School will cost 
about $35,000 when completed. It con- 
tains eight rooms and two large halls, 
with playrooms in the basement. The 
most modern ideas of school architec- 
ture were embodied in the building. 
Commodious cloakrooms adjoin each 
room. The contractors say the heating 
system of she school is the finest pos- 
sible. It is known as the direct and 
indirect: heating system. 

Each room, beside being supplied with 
radiators automatically regulated for 
any degree of heat, is also fitted with 
an indirect heating system, which acts 
as a ventilator. Fresh air, heated by 
steampipes, is forced into the top of 
the room. Large registers at the bot- 
tom of the room furnish an outlet for 
impure air. With this system the en- 
tire air in the room is changed once 
every hour. 

The lighting is also made on a scien- 
tific principle. Large windows, the 
glass surfaces of which equal one-sixth 
of the floor space, are used on one side 
of the room only. On the other side 
are small windows. The desks will be 
so arranged that the light from the 
large. windows falls directly over the 
left shoulders of the pupils. 

The school was named for the late 
Prof. Henry Raab, who was at one 
time State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. Dr. E. P. Raab, president of 
the present Board of Education, is a 
son.

RABBITS: DEA 


WILL SAVE LINE 


Two Bunnies at City Bacteri- 
ologist’s Inoculated With 
Hydrophobia. 








THEY WILL SUPPLY SERUM 


— 


When the Animals Die Others 
Will Take Their Place 
in the Cage. 


Two meek-eyed rabbits in a cage in 
the city bacteriologist’s office are 
the first ef a line of animal victims 
that will be sacrificed for: the good 
of the general public. Jugt now the 


two bunnies seem well content in the 
wire prison but in a few days they 
will wet sick and after that it will 
be but a short time when they will 
di 


e. 

On the day that they were first 
brought to the laboratory a little hole 
was bored through each of their 
skulls and by means of tiny needles 
which are pushed into their brains 
through the holes, they were given 
hydrophobia. This is the disease that 
will make them sick and cause their 
deaths. Just as soon as they are dead 
the doctor who is now caring for 
them will cut their backs open and 
take out their spinal cords. 

As soon as this happens two more 
rabbits will be brought to the labor- 
atory: and like the ones there now, 
they too will have little holes bored 
in th@ir skulls and will have the hy- 
drophobia serum injected into their 
brains. The serum which they will 
be given will be provided by the two 
that are now in the laboratory. As 
soon as they die, which will be with- 
in from five to ten days after they 
are given the disease, their spinal 
cords will be removed and from these 
cords new serum will be obtained for 
other rabbits. Just as soon as two 
of the rabits die, two more are to be 
given the disease and this is to con- 
tinue all through the year. 

Rabbits Will Save Lives, 

By sacrificing the rabbits, doctors say 
that the Hves of men and women and 
children will be saved. The serum which 
is taken from the spinal cords of ani- 
mals is regarded as the only successful 
treatment for hydrophobia. The serum 
is injected into the patient in light doses 
until the effect of the dogbite is coun- 
teracted. 

In order that doctors may always 
have the serum to use on their patients, 
they must keep the living rabbit infect- 
ed with the disease. After it is taken 
from the spinal cord the serum quickly 
loses its power and no means have yet 
been discovered by which its strength 
can be preserved. For that reason it is 
necessary to kill one or two rabbits ev- 
ery eight or ten days. 

Dr. Harris, the City Bacteriologist, 
who is in charge of the laboratory, says 
that within ten days he will be able to 
supply serum to physicians for the first 
time. The supply with vehich the two 
rabbits now in the laboratory were in- 
fected was sent from Michigan Universi- 
ty, where a supply is kept. While any 
animal may be used in obtaining the 
serum, rabbits are in general use in Pab- 
oratories because they are numerous 
andtan be bought cheaply. 


GERMANY HAS El 
ON PERSIAN FIELDS 


Great Britain Fears Attack on 
Trade and Indian 
Interests. 


BERLIN, April 27.—Germany, in need 
of new fields of expansion, has marked 
down Persia as a favorable country for 
exploitation and elaborate plans have 
been worked out for the promotion of 
German commercial interests and the 
extension of German enterprise in 


the Shah’s dominions. 

These plans are, it is understood, to 
be carried out by German capitalists 
supported by the German Government, 
in spite of the fact that every step for- 
ward contemplated by the Germans in- 
volves an invasion of the recognized 
Bphere of British influence and an at- 
tack on British interests in Persia. Ger- 
man enterprise in Persia thus promises 
to bring about a critical situation in the 
Middle East, besides increasing the 
tension already existing in Europe. 

Hitherto Great Britain and Russia 
have been the only powers wi. exten- 
Sive influence at Teheran. North 
Persia has been recognized as the 
Russia sphere of influence, and South 
Persia as the British. The Anglo-Rus- 
sian agreement, now practically con- 
cluded, provides for the removal of fu- 
tur: causes of rivalry in Persia. 

This arrangement between Great Bri- 
tain and Russia is extremely distasteful 
to Germany, who desires to further her 
own ends in Persia. It is significant, 
however, that the commercial develop- 
ment now beginning is to be confined to 
South Persia an carefully excluded 
from North Persia. 

This is construed to mean that the 
German Government is willing to pa- 

onize an invasion by German mer- 

ants of the British sphere of influ- 
ence while carefully avoiding any ac- 
tion that could give offense to Russia. 

An eminent authority on the Middle 
Eastern question has put it on record 
that the presence of any military pow- 
er in South Persia would be a poten- 
tial menace to India. Viewed in this 
light, the German commercial invasion 
appears still more menacing. 

he German Orient Bank was founded 











more than a year ago to promote prof- 
itable enterprises {n Eastern countries. 
Its own capital amounts to $4,000.\>,: 
and its founders and backers are three 
of the most powerful institutions in 
Germany—the Dresdener Bank, the Na- 
tional Bank of Germany and the Schaff- 
hausen Banking Association. One of its 
directors—Herr Gutmann Jr.—is now at 
Teheran to begin practical business Oop- 
erations in « ersia. 

The plan of campaign has been care- 
fully worked out and begins with the 
establishment of a German bank at Te- 
heran to compete with the British and 
Russian banks already there. The main 
object of this bank will be to secure 
concessions.

Y case should prove a warning to 
I the riders in this country, who are 
striving for success to attend to 
their business as jockeys. When age 
and increasing weight necessitate their 
retirement the fieid is open for them as 
owners or trainers, 
I was competent to develop and train 
horses in France. I claimed out of a 
selling race for about $2000 Mauvzin, 


which I believe is the greatest racing 
horse the world ever saw. I pulled his 
shoes off, took out my knife and un- 
covered his sore hoofs to apply salt and 
bluestone. Within a month 1 won a race 
with him. I mention Mauvzin and my 
success as long ag I lasted in France, as 
proof of the iact that it pays a jockey 
to learn all about a horse. There's a 
lot more in the game than the ability to 
sit in a saddle. 

I wonder how many people think that 
the prices paid for successful jockeys 
are comparatively fabulous. There is no 
other way in the world by which a boy 
of from fifteen to twenty can earn from 
$5000 to $25,000 a year. The latter 
amount does not represent what some of 
them make. Yet it is a prize that is 
within reach of many a boy. The racing 
game is only too anxious to get compe- 
tent boys. 

Fool fathers have ruined a lot of good 
jockeys and there are several fool fath- 
ers at work on the metropolitan tracks 
today. I know of one in particular 
where a promising rider is being, or has 
already been, spoiled by a _ chicken- 
hearted dad. This boy now takes the 
“overland” route where ‘formerly he 
went about his business and won races. 
But he’s on the slide, and the old man 
will wake up some morning with a 
youngster to whom no owner will give a 
mount,

Without passing -gment on the 
statement of today as an index to the 
real bank aoa age it may safely be said 
that nobody in the banking community 
undertook to explain the decrease in 
loans. 

The “shifting” process, from outside 
lenders to the New York associated 
banks, appears to have continued, At 
any rate, neither the exchange rates 
on ndon nor exchange on interior 
cities has indicated this week any 
reversal of the movement. There 
has, moreover, been no “Stock Ex- 
change liquidation” to release loans 
in such quantity as to offset the 
“shifting” process. 

Last winter, when mysterious week- 
ly reports of this sort were made, the 
favorite explanation was that loans 
previously carried by Wall Street 
banks were turned over to Western 
institutions, or to European lenders, 
or to trust companies in this city. 

As the event has proved, this expla- 
nation was correct, but the reasons for 
the movement were that Wail street 
could borrow cheaper elsewhere than at 
home and that the trust companies, 
when the call money rate rose to 10 
and 2% and 40 per cent, lost no time 
in lending out money of their own 
which they had left with the banks 
for a rental of 2 per cent.

Evening Post's Review. 

The Evening Post says: 

The persistency with which the rail- 
way men in particular insist that the 
campaign against the railways is the 
single cause for the absence of public 
enthusiasm over investments illustrates 
this curious point of view. It is not 
unreasonable that these legislative pro- 
posals should, in the Wall street phrase, 
“get on the nerves” of railway men, es- 
pecially when some of the gentlemen 
seem to cherish the preposterous idea 
that plans of “restriction” and “revalua- 


tion” of capital can be made retroactive. 

But when it comes to explaining a gen- 
eral situation on such ground, it is per- 
tinent to ask how these same reason- 
ers explain the attitude of bankers and 
investors toward new railway securities 
in 1908. The fact is notorious that the 
railway note issues for $150,000,000 or 
more that year were made after, not 
before the visible stringency in our 
money market had vanished. Money on 
call ruled at 2 per cent, when the Union 
Pacific and its imitators were borrow- 
ing on three-year obligations that sum- 
mer, and time money was at the same 
time down to 4% per cent. Yet the 
records of the period may be searched to 
the scrap without discovering even an 
allegation that the cause of the unfa- 
vorable market was “hostility to the 
Government.” In fact, there was no dis- 
pute over the actual cause; it was ad- 
mitted to be the “tie-up” of capita} in 
speculation in railway securities, the dis- 
trust of the public when they saw the 





\scrape in which speculating bankers and 
railway men had involved themselves, 
and the short-sightedness with which 
companies had signed their names to ex- 
pensive contracts, without judging pru- 
dently the outlook for taking up obli- 
gations of the sort in bonds. If the 
present situation, considered from this 
point of view, differs in any essential 
respect from that of 1903, it is incum- 
bent on advocates of the ‘hostility’ 
theory to prove it. Necessarily it fol- 
lows that if the theory referred to is un- 
founded, then Wall street’s excitement 
over t Roosevelt's speeches are 
a bit absurd. They are perhaps rather 
childish tn any case; for nobody seems 
to take any interest in asking himself 
what the President could “recant” in 
any case. The best that the most ob- 
sequious chief magistrate could do un- 
der such conditions would be to say 
that he was sorry for what he did last 

year and wish he hadn't done it.

When the scene changed, in January 
and March, “Rumor” was busy, with 
an admirable impartiality, in showing

Certain large commission 
oases were to be announced as default- 
ers when their sheets failed to g0 
through the Stock Exchange Clearing 
House. Next day certain enormously 
wealthy operators had been thrown out 
on the sidewalk by their bankers; and 
so on. Now comes a period of absolute 
dullness and inertia, and the uninitiated 
might suppose that even the ticker phil- 
osophers would agree that the reason 
stocks were not moving was that noth- 
ing was happening to move them. 


Nothing couia owe further from the 
facts. In Wall street’s view the one 
abnormal market is that in which no 
abnormgl movement occurs. Not dis- 
puting the fact that our one or two 
million share markets are chiefly made 
up of sales by agents of interested ma- 
nipuiators to other agents of the same 
manipulators—the only beneficiaries be- 
ing the lucky inside operator and the 
transfer tax account of the state—the 
watchful observer demands some reason 
for the absence of the same thing at 
the present time. This attitude of mind 
is curiously illustrated by the pres- 
ence, in the dull market now existing, 
of quite as many “rumors” to ex-

Conditions Abroad Unfavorable 
and Continental Demands 
Good. 


Reports of crop damage of a more or less 


serious nature and from more or less authentic 
sources were more plentiful last week than 
perhaps any time during the present scare, and 
were practically the sule feature of the local 
wheat market. The reports were widely con- 
flicting, and the traders generally regarded 
them according to their individual beliefs, 
but all agreed that the situation in Kansas 
and the Southwest is very critical. There has 
been practically no precipitation in those sec- 
tions for periods ranging from three weeks to 
a month. There were scattered showers in 
Sonthern Kansas and several points in the 
Southwest in the first of the week, but they 
were insufficient and did not cover the terri- 
tory, and serious damage is beginning to ap- 
pear. The point has been reached where every 
dey of the present drouthy weather materially 
increases the danger, and it is believed in 
another week the greater part of the Kansas 
crop will be in danger of going backwards. The 
wheat crop of Kansas is also alive with eeu 
‘bugs, and although the Insects in that State 
have so far proven harmless, some damage is 
apprehended, as a large area in Oklahoma is 
reported to have been totallv destroved by this 
pest. In the last part of the week sensa- 
tional reports of a large area of Kansas 
wheat being destroyed by frost were report- 

Temperatures in Kansas and the Middle 
and Southwest were quite low and frosts 
were reported several times. 

Green were also reported in Ne- 
braska and other states, and rts of dam- 
age from different causes weré plentiful. A 
combination of dry weather, frosts and green 
bugs are saidato be doing considerable dam- 
age in Missouri, ‘but, owing to the contradictory 
reports, it is difficult to get a definite line 
on the amount of harm done. Absence of rain 
has been the chief source of damage in Mis- 
sourl, and it is believed that a warm, general 
precipitation would entirely right matters, 
though it is claimed that some irreparable 
damage has been done in the southwestern 
portion of the State, rain or no rain. 

Reports of winter killing of a more or 
less serious nature were received from_ Ohio, 
Indiana, Iowa and Michigan and conditions 
for seeding in the Northwest are generally 
unfavorable. In many parts of the North- 
west the early seeding was on land that 
had thawed only deep enough for the drill 
and the subsequent alternate freezing and 
thawing caused the seed to rot in the ground 
necessitating reseeding in several good-siz 
aress. 

The movement of wheat to the Western 
markets was fair and although the shipping 
demand was good and a fair export demand 
existed, gradual but steady increases in store 
stocks were noted. Receipts in the Northwest 
in particular were very hea and consider- 
ably above the normal for this time of the 

ear. 
of The heavy arrivals in the Northwest were 
offset, however, by the very strong situation 
in cash wheat there. A quite good business 
in flour was done at Minneapolis and the 
millers and elevator people there were_buy- 
ng a deal of spot wheat, prices being 
supported at rene levels. Minneapolis stocks 
increased about 400,000 bu for the week, 

Crop conditions abroad are generally un- 
favorable and European markets were strong. 
The recent official Prussian report, makin 
the condition of the wheat there only 
per cent, confirms the claims of serious crop 
injury in that country that have been current 
the last few weeks. From Roumania come 
complaints of delayed seeding as a result of 
cold, wet weather, and killing frosts were 
reported from Hungary. Seeding in many 
parts of Russia is a month late} The con- 
tinental demand for American wheat js strong 
and Germany in particular wags taking car- 
woes freely The good foreign demand is 
expected to continue unti] harvest. Despite 
the good forei demand and the fact that 
considerable wheat wag being worked from 
the interior for export, however, daily sea- 
beard cleararces wer- rather small, 

FUTURES WERE ACTIVE. 

Futures were rather unresponsive in the 
early part of the week, but later the sensa- 
tional damage reports, strong European mar- 
kets and the unfavorable conditions abroad 
caused a strong demand and prices rose 
sharply.

HOGS LOSE ADVANCE 





More Sheep in Steady Market 
—Strong Horse Demand— 
Mules Slower. 


Heavy receipts locally and at other 
markets during the past week caused 
values on most classes of cattle to drop 
several points. Buyers were less ag- 


gressive, and sought every opportunity 
to prevent the market from retaining 
the high basis it has been on recently. 
Good to choice cows sold steady to a 
shade higher, but all other kinds of cat- 
tle ranged 10@25c lower. 
there was a good demand, ‘and the de- 
cent qualitied offerings were cleaned up 
in good season each day. Even at the 
decline the market here is in good con- 
dition, and values are high for butcher 
cattle and light weight steers when com- 
pared with any other market. 

The supply tor the week amounted to 
about 14,700 head, cornpared with 11,000 
the previous week, 14,00 a month ago, 
and 12,000 a year age. 

A liberal supply of beef steers was on 
sale, and the quality was better than 


usual, the offerings containing a larger 3 


percentage of good weighty steers, and 


some of the best on sale for several /125 


weeks. As a rule, the decline for the 
week amounts to 16@2c, but some of the 
best Kansas steers were hardly a dime 
lower. Choice steers weighing 1420 lbs. 
sold at $6.25, with several sales at $6.90@ 
6, but the bulk of the supply sold at %@ 
5.75. 

The heifer trade averaged 15@2c lower 
for the week, but are ready sale. Best 
heifers sold at $5.30@5.60, and the bulk of 
medium at $4.35@s6.15. 

The cow market was active, and val- 
ues on good kinds advanced 10c, and all 
kinds sold readily, with a few fancy ones 
going as high at $5.65, and choice at %@ 
5.25. The bulk of the medium to good 
cows sold at $3.75@4.50; cutters at $@ 
3.50, and canners largely at $2.75. 

The demand was rather small for 
stockers and feeders, and, although the 
supply was not large, values during the 
week declined 15@25c. A few fair to good 
feeders sold at $4.35@4.75, 
choice ones* at $5.30. The bulk of the 
stockers sold from $3.50@4.45. 

Although the supply of Texas cattle 
was very light, amounting to 2200 head, 
more were on sale than the previous 
week, but when compared with a mon 
ago, there is a loss of 4000 and a loss of 
2500 with a year ago. -No change of im- 
portance was noticed in the trade dur- 
ing the week. Choice steers sold at 
$5.50 and the bulk of the fair to good 
kinds at $4.65@5.10. But few cows and 
heifers were on sale, but they brought 
strong prices. Bulls sold strong, the 
best going at $3.65@3.90, and the fair 
kinds at $3.25@3.50. 

Supply of Hogs Short. 

The receipts of hogs each day during 
the week was only moderate, and the 
total amounted to onry around 37,000 
head, which is about as many as were 
on sale during the corresponding week 
of last year, but less than were here 
week before last and several. thousand 
had less than the market needed to per- 
mit all buyers to get as many as they 
needed. Most of the nogs were of fair- 
ly good quality, but there was a good 
many pigs on sale also. 

The week opened with the best hogs 
selling at $6.724%, or 5c higher than the 
close of theeprevious week, and the bulk 
on Monday sold at $6.60@6.67%. The 
Wednesday market was about bc high- 
er, but later this advance was all lost 
and the week closed on about the same 
basis as the previous week, with the 
bulk of the good hogs selling at $6.55@ 
6.624%. The good pigs and lights were 
ready sale, but the poorer grades were 
slow sale at all times and declined dur- 
ing the week fully 2c, with a good 
many selling at $5.25. 

Sheep Offerings Taken Quickly. 

A better supply of sheep was on sale 
last week than any week so far this 
year, but still the receipts were not 
more than half sufficient to meet the 
demand for good mutton stock. Buy- 
ers have been for several weeks very 
anxious for good fleshy sheep and lambs 
to meet their demands for good mut- 
ton, and when they arrived the past 
week they grabbed them up in a hurry. 
Towards the close of the week the 
market showed some signs of weakness, 
but not sufficient to make any mate- 
rial change to the market. 

The offerings included some lambs 
direct from Colorado that had the wool 
on, and the best brought $8.50, while 
others went at $7.60. estern clipped 
lambs sold from  §$7.36@7.6, 
them at $7.50 or better. A go 
spring lambs sold from $8.50@9.50, and 
they were only fair. Native and South- 
west sneep, if fat, sold promptly, most 
of them Canging $5.75@6, with a few 
selling at $6 .85, and clipped bucks 
mostly at $5. 

Horses Sevens Mules Steady. 

The past week tnessed another pe- 
riod of satisfaction in the horse trade 
and a continuance of the cenditions 
which have been favorable to the mar- 
ket for a number of weeks. With a 
good demand from the exterior and a 
moderate supply of arrivals, including 
a fair proportion of desirable offerings, 
competition was active and values on 
a strong basis. Receipts for the six 
days aggregate 900 head. 

Tne mule trade has been verned 
by a light supply and an equally light 
demand. Transactions in the commis- 
sion department, while capable of 
moving the holdings, have been char- 
acterized with more or less irregular- 
ity. Minor grades and extra big, qual- 
ithed mules are the fashionable sellers, 
and quotations remain unchanged from 
a week ago. Total receipts represent 
approximately 700 head for the past 
six days.

MONEY FOR CHURCH 





Original views on the relation of the 
church. and the saloon, held by Rev. 
William H. Barnes, pastor of the Alta 


Sita Baptist Church, East St. Louis, 
have been brought to light by the deci- 
sion to remove the congregation's place 
of worship from Twenty-n.nth street 
and Bond avenue, where it is at present, 
to Thirty-first street and Market avenue, 
two blocks distant. 

For the past year ind a half a brew- 
ery has been fighting for legal permis- 
sion to open a saioon across ine street 
from the present church. It has been 
prevented .by injunctions and other re- 
straints based on tne fact that the de- 
sired site is within 300 ‘ards of a 
church. It was supposed that Rev. Mr. 
Barnes and his flock were back of the 
suits. But he says this is not so. 


If Law Permits, Location Important. 


Mr. Barnes said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday: ‘Some people have a 
mistaken idea of my position on the 
Saloon question. I have no use for 
saloons but I have no objection as to 
their location as long as the law grants 
them a license. I would as leave shake 
hands with a saloonkeeper as other 
business man, and I would juste soon 
have a saloonkeeper come to hear me 
preach as anyone else. 
saloonkeeper has his license he has the 
law back of him and is entitled to the 
protection of the law. 

“In soliciting funds for the church I 
will not ask a saloonkeeper or a brewer 
for a donation, but if they offer any 
money I will not refuse it. Their money 
will go just as far in building a church 
as if it was handed in by a deacon of 
the church. There is nothing in this 
tainted money tala. I can take the taint 
off of money mighty quick and use it to 
do good. |

Chas. A. Linsemann Says He 
Gave Emma Hauser Money 
to Invest. 








GOOD SPENDER, SHE SAYS 





Always Treated Him Right, 
but Denies Funds for 
Investment. 





A pretty barmaid, who when her fath- 
er was stricken with paralysis, ran his 
saloon business and made a fortune, is 


one of the defendants in a suit filed in 
the Circuit Court by Charles A. Linse- 
mann, formerly an official of the Eau 
Claire Lumber Co., who alleges that she 
diverted money which he entrusted to 
her. 

Linsemann is 73 years old. When he 
first met Miss Emma Hanser in her 
father’s saloon at Tenth and Sidney 
Streets, he was rich and she was poor. 
Now the tables are turned and he seeks 
to recover’ from Miss Hansr and her 
sister, Mrs. Maria K. Dubbler $18,448.62. 

Miss Hanser is 30 years old. With a 
competence she has retired from the 

usiness which she built up for her fa- 

er and lives with him at 2626A Cali- 
fornia avenue. This home is hers and 
she says she owns other property and 
is independent. She says Linsemann’s 
generosity as a “spender’’ was the 
foundation of her fortune, but she de- 
nies that she ever wrongfully used any 
money which he entrusted to her. She 
is an unusually_handsome woman and 
says she is deeply grieved because of 
the allegations made against her in 
Linsemann’'s petition. 

Gave $18,448.52 for Investment, 

Linsemann is now at Rexburg, Idaho, 
where he went for his*health several 
months ago. In his ss filed by 
Linsemann’s attorney, J. Dalton, 
Linsémann says that Aug. 1901, he 
gave: Miss Hanser $5000; that. on Se pt. 
10, 1902, he gave her the same amount, 
and that on Sept. 2, 1904, he gave her 
$8,448.52. It was understood, he said, 
that she was to invest all of his mon- 
ey in real estate for him. 

He alleges that after he gave her this 
money she bought pieces of property on 
California avenug in August, 1901, and 
October, 1901, usihg part of his money 
to make the purchases. This property, 
he says, she put in the name of her 
sister, who was then Mrs. Maria K. 
Muhr and who is now Mrs. Dubbler. 

The remainder of the money, he says, 
she used to improve the property and 
to make other investments. He asks 
judgment for the amounts which, he 
says, he gave her. 

Attorney Dalton said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday: “My only 
knowledge of the merits of the case is 
based on what my client, Linsemann, 
told me. As I understand it, he was a 
frequent visitor to the saloon owned by 
'the father of the defendants. He was 
livery confidential with Miss Hanser. He 
complained to her of his family trou- 
bles, and from time to time, he tells 
me, he spent large sums of money in 
the saloon. 

“He says also that he entrusted con- 
siderable amounts of money to Miss 
Hanser for safekeeping and that he 
understood that she was to make real 
estate investfnents for him.’ 

Says He Was a Good Spender. 

Miss Hanser said last night: ‘Mr. 
Linsemann was the best ‘spender’ I 
ever saw. He was extremely generous. 
Whenever he came into the saloon he 
weuld buy drinks for everybody in the 
house and usually he would order 
champagne all areund. He rarely spent 
less than $35 a day in our place and 
Saturdays and Sundays he would often 
spend was not behind the bar 
because I wanted te be. My father was 
crippled and I ran his business for him. 
No one can say anything against me. 
Linsemann, though much older than I 
was, seemed to think a great deal of 
me. 

“Linsemann -often owed us. several 
thousand dollars for drinks he had 
bought. Often, too, he would give me 
large sums of money to keep for him. 
Sometimes he would drep a big roll 
of bills on the floor and I would keep 
it for him until he came in again. He 
spent enough to keep any saloon going 
and we were always very careful to 
treat him right. We didn’t want to 
lose his trade. 

“He never gave me any money to in- 
vest in real estate. He did hand me 
$2000 and ask me to invest in the Arnold 
and Ryan get-rich-quick companies. I 
puy in in my own name and a few 

s later the companies blew up. 

“There is no foundation for his state- 
ment that I bought property with his 
money and put it in my sister’s name.”’ 

The sister, Mrs. Dubbler, runs a sa- 
loen at Seventh and Elm streets. The 
sign on/the door reads ‘“‘Muhr’s Sa- 
leon.’ Muhr was the name of her first 
husband. 

Mrs. Dubbler refused to discuss Lin- 
semann’s suit last night. She said: 

“T have been in business 2 years and 
I'm all right. TI don’t want to talk 
about this case.’

LAWS AGAINST 
COTTON FUTURES 


Tennessee Only Southern Com- 
monwealth Which Rejected 
Farmers’ Measure, 





SOME SWEEPING BILLS 





Private Wire Systems Killed 
by Passage of the Anti- 
Option Statutes. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 27.—The wave 
of reform which has swept over the 
legislatures of the Southern states has 
found expression in many ways, not 
the least important of which is the 
passage of laws against trading in cot- 
ton futures and other commodities han- 
died on a marginal basis. 

Members of the legislatures have gone 
to the Senate and House on platforms 
calling for the elimination of this so- 
called evil, and the way in which they 


have stood by their pledges-is forcibly 
illustrated in the statement that, with 
one single exception, every Southern 
legislature which has convened in the 
last year has passed laws forbidding 
trading in futures on margins. 

Tennessee is that exception. Georgia 
led the procession, following the lead 
of North Carolina, taken more than a 
vear ago. South Carolina followed suit, 
the reform element being easily in con- 
trol. Alabama did not have any diffi- 
culty in putting such a law on her stat- 
ute books and no obstacle presented it- 
self to the Legislature of any State un- 
til Tennessee was reached. Only the 
western part of the State is engaged in 
the cultivation of cotton but Middle and 
East Tennessee did wnat they could to 
get the anti-option bill passed. Busi- 
ness interests of Memphis, however, as 
well as those engaged directly in the 
handling of futures In Memphis, put up 
such strong opposition that the meas- 
ure failed for want of a majority. 


Arkansas Drastic Law. 


Arkansas, just before the measure 
failed in Tennessee, passed a law even 
more drastic than that proposed for 
Tennessee—a law that goes so far as 
to prohibit the telegraph and telephone 
companies from handling any messages 
that have to do with the buying or 
selling of cotton or other futures, un- 
der penalty of heavy fines or imprison- 
ment. 

Texas was the next place for the con- 
test and after a long_and bitter fight the 
reform element won, passing a bill that 
in general scope is somewhat akin to 
that in Arkansas, but which is less 
drastic because allowing those engaged 
in the buying and selling of actual cot- 
ton to buy and sell a _ corresponding 
amount of cotton futures against their 
spot business. Still, it is drastic enough 
to prevent any trading on the part of 
interests not identified with the actual 
purchase and sale of cotton, thus elim- 
inating the so-called outside speculative 
traders. 

Every law dealing with this subject 
prevents a broker from taking orders 
from another person. The brokerage 
business has been killed outright in the 
states where the law already has gone 
inte effect, the representatives of the 
various organized bodies, including the 
New York and*New Orleans exchanges 
and the Chicago Board of Trade, suffer- 
ing the same fate as the interests con- 
nected with the bucket shops, which are 
outlawed institutions. 

Private Wire Systems Killed. 

The private wire systems have been 
dealt a death blow. The Texas law does 
not become effective until July 12, and 
before that date every private wire 
house operating in that State will have 
taken down its signs. These systems 
have been built up at great expense and 
in response to the demands of the trade, 
but the law is no respecter of persons, 
and they can only submit. Nota broker 
is doing business openly in North Car- 
olina, Georgia, South Carolina or Ar- 
kansas and the same will be true of 
Texas in a short time. 

When the legislatures began to pass 
these laws the disposition was to re- 
gard them lightly ‘and to assert that 
they could not be enforced. But no 
test is being made of their constitution- 
ality in a single State, which is consid- 
ered eloquent proof of the effectiveness 


were framed. It is claimed that the 
laws passed in Arkansas and Texas 
are not conatitutional because they in- 
terfere seemingly in their regulations 
of the telegraph and telephone compa- 
nies, with interstate commerce, 
Association Begins Fight. 

The fight against trading in futures 
was started by the Southern Cotton 
Association, seconded by the Farm- 
ers’ Union, two of the most powerful 
organizations that have sprung up 
among agricultural classes of the 
Southern States in the last decade. 
The Southern Cotton Association, in 
particular, has been aggressive, de- 
claring that the “iniquitious evil” 
must be eliminated from every South- 
ern State because of failures among 
business concerns alleged to be due 
to speculating and the great depre- 
elation in value of cotton directly 
traceable to the system of trading in 
future. 

The organ of this association has 
published enough in elaboration of 
these alleged evils to make a large 
book. Some of the statements made 
by this organ, some of the estimates 
of shrinkage in cotton values and 
some of its declarations of the evils 
of the system of futures trading have, 
it is charged, been at variance with the 
facts. but it had the ear of the farmers 
and the farmers elected the Legislatures, 
thus making it possible for it to win its 
fizht. 

The Southern Cotton Association 
also has a serious grievance against 
the New York Cottaqn Exchange, 
claiming that it has for its principal 
object the depression of the price of 
cotton to the detriment of the grow- 
er and the advantage of the spinner. 
Tt has declared time and again that, 
the New York Cotton Exchange has 
__ hing more or less than a “fake 

tract” and that it makes use of 
this year after year to the disadvan- 
tage of the millions of cotton plant- 
ers In the South. 


Fraud Order Sought. 
It is a matter of recent history that 
the association attempted to get out a 
fraud order to prevent the members of 


the New York Cotton Exchange from 
using the United States mail: This mat- 
ter is now pending, with no probability 
of a successful issue for the association. 
Tt had resolutions passed by Congress, 
calling for an investigation of the meth- 
ods of the exchange, but this proved to 
be a boomerang, because the _  in- 
vestigation has been so widened 
as to include the Southern Cot- 
ton Association and its methods, 
which are alleged to be in restraint of

It is now building ware- 
houses for the _ storing of cotton, 
the idea being to issue warehouse re- 
ceipts on which the farmer can get 
a part of his money in-advance with- 
out being required te sell his cotton 
outright. The association believes it 
can regulate the price of cotton in this 
way, securing a more stable market 
and at the same time getting for the 
farmer a better price. 
Benefllt is Doubled. 

The central idea of the association 
all the way through, it is claimed, is to 
benefit the growers composing that or- 


ganization. But the question arises, will 
the elimination of future trading ac- 
complish this purpose? The claim is 
made that speculation is the weapon 
used for depressing the price of cotton, 
and yet the records for years bear out 
the statement that the seasons of high 
prices for cotton have been those when 
there was active speculation, and the 
years of low prices those in which 
speculation was limited. 

The cuttng off of the private wire 
systems and the elimination of broker- 
age offices make the dissemination of 
market information an expensive and 
difficult proposition, so much so, in fact, 
that the farmers will be left much in 
the dark as to the value of cotton in 
the world’s leading markets and will 
be thus placed at a decided disadvan- 
tage as compared with the buyers who 
will be posted daily by their houses as 
to what cotton is worth and what they 
shall pay for it. 

‘Hedging’ by selling futures against 
purchases of actual cotton and buying 
futures against sales of the spot stuff 
enables buyers to take cotton when thev 
really have no demana for it, thus re- 
lieving the holder from the heavy 
charges incident to carrying it, charges 
in interest, storage, tnsurance, loss in 
weight and other features. 

Deprived of the privilege of hedging, 
the buyer will take nothing which he 
cannot place immediately at a profit 
and the helder must watt until the buy- 
er has the order, in the meantime pay- 
ing all the charges tnat accrue for 
carrying his cotton. The mills of the 
world anticipate their requirements in 
the same way and will continue to do 
so, but the individual buyer, to whom 
sellers now loek, cannot in every case 
hedge with futures, with the result that 
whatever loss accrues will be charged 
up to the profit and loss account of the 
grower. 

Arkansas two years ago passed a 
drastic law, driving all the old-line in- 
surance companies out of that State, 
but within the last few days it has re- 
pealed that phase of Its anti-trust laws 
applying to fire insurance companies 
and is receiving them again with open 
arms because it was round impossible 
to secure adequate fire protection with- 
out the aid of these companies. 

Only two states remarmm to take ac- 
tien on the question of trading in fu- 
tures—Mississipp! and Louisiana. It is 
cenceded that intesioaingl will pass the 
measure. In Louisiana there is less con- 
fidence among the opponents of trading 
in futures, the idea being that, with 
the backing of the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange, one of the leading insti- 
tutions of the State, the advocates of 
trading in futures will have a com- 
paratively easy victory.

YING in sight, on the bot- 

8 tom of thé ocean just off 

the west coast of Mexico, 
opposite Manzanillo, is a wreck 
containing a treasure of pure 
gold worth more than $2,000,000. 
Most of it is in the gold nuggets, 
although there is also in coin 
enough to constitute a small for- 
tune. 

Into this old hulk, washed by 
the waves, nosed through by 
man-eating sharks and wonder- 
ful fishes and partly buried in 
shifting sand, a company of ad- 
venturous Americans are now 
preparing to delve. . They have 
enlisted a large amount of capi- 
tal and will carry on their work 
under conditiorls designed to in- 
sure success. 

The attempt now being made 
by this company is their second. 
(u the first their machinery and

APT. Cc. W. JOHNSTONE’ of San 
C Francisco and his engineers and 
divers constitute the little band 
carrying on the work. Capt. Johnstone 
is ene of the most experienced wreckers 
in the United States. He is backed by 
capital from Illinois, San Francisco, 


Denver and Philadelphia. He is a for- 
mer resident ef Illinois and some of nis 
friends in that State are interested with 
him in his project. 

Before beghning this work Capt. 
Johnstene and his associates made an 
exhaustive inquiry into the history of 
the “Golden Gate” in order to determine 
exactly the conditions under which she 
sank and whether er net there was 
probable truth in the steries they had 
‘already heard. Indeed, these stories 
were se theroughly verified that the In- 
vestigaters had little trouble in getting 
money fer their preject, and that the 
faith of their backers was strong is 
indicated by the fact that it has net 
diminished in the face ef disaster.

in the old hulk of “The Golden Gate.” 
It sank during the days when gold hunt- 
ers going to anil returning from the 
California fields crossea "by way ef the 
Isthmus ef Panama. The ship, one of 

he best In that service, left San Fran- 

isco under. charge of Capt. Hudson and 
‘arrying 300 miners who had made their 
ortunes and were returning Hast. The 
cargo Was unusually rich, even for those 
prosperous days. 

An immense “strong bom” had been 
built into the Golden Gate for just such 
sefvice as this. Most ef the miners 
placed their gold with Capt. Hudson, 
who stored it in the strong box. Prac- 
tically all of them, however, carried 
gold worth large sums, chiefly in “dust,” 
and coin in leather beltg about their 
waists, after the custom of that time. 
Although their trip would keep them 
out at sea for a number of days, there 
were many occasions which would call 
for the use of money or its equivalent. 

There were high times on the boats 
in the Panama trade for many years, 
and the Golden Gate sailed during the 
height of these. Wines were carried on 
the ship, and many good things to eat. 
Miners who had spent so many days 
of hardship and privation were inclined 
to live on the “‘fat of the land” when 
‘'t was within reach and when they had

ine means of obtaining it. Gambling, 
too, ram high, and when one worships 
the Goddess of Chance he should al- 
ways have near at hand the means of 
scattering incense on her altar. 

So it came about that while the bulk 
of the golden cargo of the Golden Gate, 
in the form of pure nuggets of gold, 
was placed in the keeping of Capt. 
Hudsen, a King’s ransom was still re- 
tained in possession of the passengers. 
Many refused to part with any of their 
fortune, but kept it all with them. 

Through the circumstances under 
which the ship was destroyed much 
of the gold that was not placed in the 
strong box must have been in the 
ocean in the vicinity of the wreck. 
Doubtless thoushknds of dollars’ worth 
of it will never be recovered. 

On the shore in that vicinity the 
sand is very light and constantly mev- 
ing and changing wnder the slightest 
wind. This, investigation has shown,

action of the waves has done similar 
work to that performed by the wind en 
the land. 


Treasure May Be Buried. 


In this manner it is plausible te be- 
lieve that even so heavy a thing as a 
belt ef gold weuld be washed about 
to a considerable extent. On the other 
hand, many of these may have been 
buried in the sand so deeply that thev 
are still there. Whether they are or 
not’ will be thoroughly determined un- 
der the operations as they will be car- 
ried en by Capt. Johnstone and his 
men—even while a search of the wreck 
itself and the recovery of its strong 
box fs thb primary work for which the 
expedition is organized. 

What Capt. Johnstone now proposes 
te de is best explained by a description 
of what he has alréady done; of the 
work that was destroyed befere the 
present operations were begun.

Fire in her hold was the cause of the 
wreck of the Golden Gate. It was dis- 
covered early one morning and imme- 
diately caused intense exeitement. The 
Panama shins of that time Were con- 
structed almost entirely of wood and 
were full-of tar and resinous material 
that burned Uke tinder. 

All hands were set to werk at once 
pumping water into the forward hold, 
where the fire had broken out. Capt. 
Hiidson made every effort to quiet the 
fears of the passengers, but in vain. 

When the flames finally broke 
through onto the deck he gave up the 
fight and headed for the. Mexican coast, 
which appeared dimly in the @istance. 
All the passengers gathered on deck, 
the gold they had with them belted 
about their bodies or carried in their 
hands. 

Many demanded thelr treasure from 
the strong room, but Capt. Hudson, 
realizing that this would be a deadiy 


weight they were finally dbliged to trust 
themselves to boats and life preservers, 
argued against cstvirg it up. He as- 
sured them that at the worst they were 
certain to be able to beach the ship be- 
fore it was destroyed. 

But the coast was unknown to Capt. 
Hudson and his crew and when the ship 
finally struck it was on a sand bar and 
still far out from the main land. The 
fire, in the meantime, had gained rapid- 
ly, and a slight breeze springing up 
fanned it into a fierce flame which 
crackled through the masts and caused 
one of them to fall. 

Some of the passengers were killed in 
this manner and fright becanie panic. 


All the boats were burned except one begun. 
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Their beiief is that he protects te 
wreck and persists in being a million- 
aire, although a ghost, and that none 
may attempt to recover the sunken 
gold without incurring his wrath.

Kidnaping Famous

Then came the day of reckoning, the 
awakenins, the time when “the tron 
hand” fell. The story of what followed 
in the routine of flights, arrests and the 
astounding accumulation of evidence; 
of trials, acquittals, convictions, sent- 
ences—all this h. been rehearsed many 
times, and has sinre been. repeated in 
many other cities, 

But under and around and about this 
iz another story, and its future applica- 
tion must ve faced by the two men who 
will leave the ren:.entiary at Jefferson 
City next June, even as it has faced 
these others who were connected with 
the boodle scandals, whether they Were 
acquitted or “served their time’’—and 
their families and friends with them. 

About twenty men were directly con- 
cerned in the beoJdling operations In St. 
Louls. Calamity after calamity has 
followed the ‘ives of these for the last 
four years. Bome of them re dead, 
some have come back from the Peni- 
tentiary to face a blackened future; 
many of them are broken in health and 
fortune, the wives of some have secured 
divorces and those of others Have asked 
for them, some are still in exile, some 
have seen those they loved most die 
either by their own hands or as a direct 
consequence of disgrace. Not one can

Ina divor€S suit the wife of one 
husband's act had 


smirched the life of his entire family. 
Her 9-year-old daughter was forced to 
leave school, for the children tormented 
and persecuted her because of her 
father’s disgrace. 

Neighbors deciared, this woman said, 
that all their money was contaminated 
by boodle. She told how one daughter 
had been forced to sit at a euchre table 
and make no ‘reply when another 
woman there had condemned the bood- 
lers—her own father being among them. 

“The word ‘boodlie’ became a night- 
mare to all of us,” she declared. 

A boy, the son of a boodling official, 
came home from school one day and 
said: 

“Mamma, I am so tired; The children 
at school call me ‘Boodler’ and wont 
let me play with them. I can’t do any- 
thing against all of them. Won't they 
ever quit? I am so tired and so sick.” 
A few months afterwards the _ aeritef- 
stricken child wag dead. 

Everywhere they turned the families 
of the men connected with the boodle 
scandals met these conditions. Some of 
the fathers were innocent, others had at 
least not been proven guilty. But te 
great public made no distinction. t 
talked about the cases and condemned 
with little distinction. ~ 

In several instances the persecuted 
ones changed their places of residence. 
One man took his family and left 5t 
Louls. Others moved to different #¢c- 
tions of the city, « 

Friendshios were broken, new 858° 
clates must be found and the channels — 
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of their lives entirely changed in this 
way. But that was not all. They must 
now listen to things said unwittingly 
that would not have been said had the 
speakers known the history of those to 
whom they were speaking. 

Wherever members of the family went 
they were constantly under a strain. 
They were placed in the attitude of the 
hiding criminal who must expect an 
enemy in ail who approach. And final 
evasion was out of the question; their 
names were too widely known. 

A mother standing at a window saw 
a dejected child coming home from 
school and knew the specter had over- 
taken them again. Visiting a neighbor, 
some incident suddenly exposed her past 
history and coolness came where a Wel- 
come had been before extended. This 
spread and soon the family was ostra- 
cised among their new-found friends. 

These have been incidental and gen- 
eral incidents. Others direct and spe- 
cific are numerous. 

One woman became insane and was 
sent to a sanitarium. A son of one of 
the convicted men committed suicide; 
a brother of another did likewise. Most 
of the boodlers had been in good cir- 
cumstances financially; one or two of 
them was wealthy. 

In addition to loss of friends and so- 
cial positions most of the families found 
themselves either entirely tute or 
almost so. What little had left 
was pronounced “tainted” by their 


friends. ; 
Kratz, who was crvdited with being 
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worth half a million when the exposure 
came, forfeited a bond of $20,000 when 
he fled to Mexico. His operations there 
are said to have cost him $50,000 more. 
His lawyers’ fees and the other costs 
of his trials after he was brought back 
amounted te large sums. His status to- 
day is such that*his affiliation is dan- 
gerous even tqga political party, a| 
was shown by the recent St. ‘Louis elec- 
tions, although he was acquitted on the; 
trial. 
Chief among the men indicted was one 
of large wealth—*‘Ed’’ Butler. His law- 
vers have estimated that it cost him 
$200,000 to secure acquittal. How much 
more he spent for others cannot be 
known. To him the financial loss was 
small when compared with that of 
others of less wealth, but it requires no 
fertile imagination to picture the final 
effect of the strain on a man of his age 
—dand on his family and friends. Nor 
has death spared his loved ones 
Beyond the boodlers themselves 4nd 
their families the cloud settled on théir 
friends and associates In more than 
one instance it has been known to have 
acted adversely in a business way. 


Forced Into Retirement. 


man who was not a member of 
either the St. Louis Council or House 
of Delegates, but who was closely as- 
sociated with one of the men arrested 
has been forced ‘into what, in com- 
parison with his former standing, may 
almost be called business ®, retirement.

Charies H. Turner, whose name Was 
prominent in the prosecutions surround- 
ing the Suburban Ratlway deal, in addi- 
tion to being president of the Suburban 
road. stood high in financial and soctal- 
circles in St. Loul*. He was forced to 
give up practically all his business rela- 
tions locally and finally removed to New 
York City. There he died. 

Somewhat similar to Mr. Turner's 
case, In that he was—and still is—a man 
of wealth, is that of Ellis Wainright. 
Wainright was never accused of any- 
thing more than signing, along with 
others. the note on which money was 
secured for one of the bribery deals. 
But he left St. Louls and the United 
States. a fugitive under indictment, and 
took up his residence In Paris. There 
he lives today, his wealth stud Intact | 
and evidently enjoying ife—but an exile.

‘HERE are billions of fish 
in the Great Lakes and 
they are now headed this 

way—the most extraordinary 
migration ever seen in America. 
The inland seas with submarine 
inhabitants equaling in numbers 
those of more than one ocean, 
may be entirely depopulated if 
the steady procession of fish from 
Lake Michigan into the Missis- 
sippi keeps up. 

The full gravity of this .new 
situation is only now being real- 
ized by those who are losing the 
fish. The exit is through the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal, whose offi- 
cials are now contending with 

problem of stopping the mi- 

prration. 

NCE a Lake Michigan fish tastes

The actions of the canal trustees show 
that thev themselves realize the fish 
wouldn't go back if they could. Instead 
of making a serious attempt to recover 
the millions of fish that have already 
escaped, the trustees are exerting al! 
their energies to another end—trying to 
find a way to keep the fish they have; 
making provision against the escape of 
more of the finny tribes. 


When the fishermen of Chicago and 
Michigan first began bewalling the loss 
of their fish through the canal the 
cana) trustees laughed long. They 
said it was Impossible. 

What! A Lake Michigan fish desert 
his native waters for those of the Mis- 
sissippi? Never! So said the trustees. 
But the fishermen are a numerous body 
and they soon turned the joke on the 
trustees. Investigation showed that the 
fish were coming in families and schools 
and droves and herds. Let that keep 
up a few years and they would all be

[It is for the Lake Michigan fish 
to come ovér these, but to get back—ad- 
mitting that they might care to—is a 
different matter. 

Simultaneously with the ery of the 
Lake Michigan fishermen that the fish 
were decreasing there came the news 
that the Des Plaines, Illinois ang@_ Mis- 
sissippi rivers were overflowing with 
them. St. Louis fishermen were con- 
tent with the fact of the fish being 
numerous and made little inquiry as to 
the source from which they came, 
But presently they began to encounter 
new varieties, fish families they had 
never hefore seen. This attracted the 
attention of scientists. , 

Examination showed that there were 
numerous fish in those rivers that were 
native te the Great Lakes and had 
never before been seen in river waters. 
In the second place something extra- 


easy 
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I‘ntil the canal was projected a strip 
of land 3 miles wide separated Lake 
Michigan from the river waters that 
now flow into the Mississippi. The ca- 
nal was cut threugh, the Chicago riv- 
er, which formerly emptied into Lake 
Michigan, turned back on its source 
and forced te flow tn this direction, 
and a passageway from the waters ef 
Lake Michigan south was thus formed. 

Through the canal, the Desplaines and 
Tilinois rivers the lake waters now reach 
the Mississippi and through ft the Gulf 
of Mexice. The gulf is almost’ 
feet lower than Lake Michigan; the 
mouth ef the H[ilinois River, where it 
flows into the Mississippi, about 2 
feet jower than the lake.

Varieties of fish were hoeked that no 
man had ever seen before. They were 
strange new creatures with an extra 
fin, an extended or a shertened tail, 
peculiarly-shaped mouths, new mark- 
ings, and unexpected bones.

Unques- 
tionably they will continue to the gulf. 
Whether they will venture further or 
not is a quéstion. 

Fresh water fish usually have little 
liking for salt water. In the new va- 
rieties springing up, however, ichthyelo- 
gists are prepared for anything. 

Having broken what was once 
lieved to be a law of nature by the in- 
terbreeding of lake and river fish it 
may be that the phenomena may extend 
to the salt-water kinds. Then the de

in the Natural History Museum at 
South Kensington, London, for the pur- 
pose of enabling the British public to 
see what kind « an animal roamed 
across the American continent in pre- 
historic times. 

He will be accompanied by § other 
plaster models of America’s mighty 
dead, including the huge dinosaur, Di- 
plidouc Carneglei, who lived in Juras- 
sia times and measured 84 feet 9 inches 
from the tip of his tiny nose to the tip 
of his enormous tail, to take his place 
with the mammoth skeleton of the Mis- 
souri mastodon. 

The Diplodocus, notwithstanding his 
enormous bulk, was a very frail crea- 
ture, with a head no larger than that 
of a horse. 

Triceratops, en the contrary, was pro- 
head of any 
known land animal either living or ex- 
tinct. He had a skull shaped like a 
battering ram, with a length of 6 feet, 
or nearly one-third the total length of 
the entire animal. The skeleton, as 
mounted, measures 19 feet 8 inches 
from the point of the beak to 
the tip of the tail, and the height at the 
loins is 8 feet 2 inches. 

As the name indicates, Tr'-ererons tn 
life possessed three horns. one in fren: 
and two behind, but this feature was 
omitted in the re#toration, as it was not 
found possible to determine the exact 
proportions. Another curtous feature 
about the reptile is the cutting beak, 
formed by & separate bene in each jaw: 
but strangest of all is the great bony 
frill overhanging the neck, which served 
as a counterpoise to the welght of the 
fore part of the skull.

Bound only by his word, John Hi. 
Wood, convicted uf “misappiication of 
the funds of a national bank,’ went 
home to Oberlin, where citizens had 
raised $1000 for his defense. He passed 
through the little town of Matthews, 
from which two-thirds of the bank’s 
depositors had petitioned for clemency 
of the court. 

When John H. Wood returned for sen- 
tence, Fate had played its part against 
him, That November of 1904, had been 
prolific of bank failures throughout the 
country. Oberlin itself had suffered in 
the scandalous wrecking of its Citizens’ 
National Bank at the hands of Cassie 
lL. Chadwick. 

“Six years at hard labor in the Fed- 
eral Prison at Leavenworth,’ was the 
sentence. 

John H. Wood, in custody of Deputy 
Marshal Boyd, went to prison. There 
are tear stains on the penciled first let- 
ter, written on a scrap of paper en 
route and addressed “‘Mrs. Grace E. 
Wood, 40 College avenue, Oberlin, 0.” 

“Only 1613 days and I will see you all 
again,’ it reads in part. ‘“‘But let me 
tell you now that had it not been for 
Fuller’s talk after we left his office and 
for your brave stand at Indianapolis I 
would now be safe in Westwood” (the 
éeemetery at Oberlin). “I had prepared 
to return to Oberlin in this way, re-

So John H. Wood was convicted, but 
are no convicts from Matthews,

It failed for the reason that Matthews 
—once a sieepy hamlet of 400 population, 
miles from the nearest railroad—had 
struck a reservoir of natural gas sev- 
eral vears before the villazke had 
thought of the needs of a bank. \ood 
was founder of the First National Bank 
of Matthews, founding it with a corner- 
stone laid in the gas prospects of the 
town. When gas suddenly failed the 
new town of 2500 population had 19 man- 
ufactories—which failed. Scores of its 
business men failed. The town failed 
—and the bank failed. 

John H. Wood had been assistant 
treasurer of Oberlin College, at $1800 a 
year. When gas was discovered at 
Matthews he thought he saw a chance 
to go into business for himself. Whiih 
rh. L. Fuller of Cleveland he opened 
the People’s Deposit Bank in 1901 with 
$25,000 capital. The growth of the town 
was phenomenal. The land company 
began to give away free sites and free 
gas to industries that would locate 
there. The town needed a _ national 
bank—Wood put in his $9000 and had no 
trouble tn getting the rest of the $25,- 
“) capital. 

Under the national banking act a 
bank with $25,000 capital can only lend 
one-tenth of its capital to any one per- 
son or concern—that is, $2500, in the 
case of the First National Bank of 
Matthews, Ind.

Wood's crimes when his bank failed 
because of the failure of natural gas. 
Yet this failure of natural gas was not 
all a natural failure—millions of cubic 
feet of the fuel had been sent into Chi- 
cago through the pipe lines of a great 
company which pumped the gas out in 
spite ef the State law which forbade 
pumping. 

Wood struggled with the strength of 
a Hercules to save his bank when gas 
failed. The deposits fell and fell, until 
from $125,000 there was left but $48,000. 
The president saw that further strug- 
gling was useless. So he telegraphed to 
the Comptroller of the Currency at 
Washington to come and take charge 
of the broken bank. Wood walked out 
of the bank a ruined man, leaving even 


‘his private papers behind on -his open 


desk that all might see. 

With gas fuel gone, the manufactories 
built for consuming gas were of little 
value at forced sale. No properties en 
which loans had been made brought to 
exceed 10 per cent of their value at 
the time the loans were made. Deposit- 
ors received 30 cents on the dollar and 
President John H. Wood, admitting all 
of which he had been guilty, went to 
the grim fortress prison at Leaven- 
worth a convicted felon. 








All Wood had when the bank closed 
its. doors was $32.60. His wife, how- 
ever, owned the story and a half cot- 
tage at 240 College avenue, Oberlin, and 
there the family went to live. And 
there they are waiting bravely for his 
release, 

‘Don't address me again as 
Grace BE. Wood,’” the wife had 
ten after his first letter, “I am 
John H. Wood, and I am proud to 
the name.”

“The North Side is not like the South Side in 
its aspects, structures and people, so just as 
much and in all its essential features does the 
‘West Side differ from both. The North Side 
embraces the highest type of the wealthy and 
cultured citizen. The predominant elements are 
the wealthy and influential German and Ger- 
man-Americans. 

The South Side has more ugly spots and more 
heterogeneous population, but there are also to 
be found the palatial abodes of the late Mar- 
shall Field, Nelson Morris, J. Ogden Armour, 
Mrs. George M. Pullman and scores of other 
multimillionaires. 

The West Side has more of a mixed popula- 
tion and is, in fact, the most thoroughly cos- 
mopolitan of the three divisions. Its best so- 
cial element is.the middle class. 

In the past Michigan avenue, along the lake 
front, was the promenade of the fashion, beauty 
and wealth of the city on every fine Sunday. 
But that is all changed now. Each division of 
the city has new promenades and driveways of 
its own, as well as one or more attractive public 
parks. With but one exception the society ele- 
ment, so-called, does nét confine itself to any 
particular one of the dozen splendid new ave- 
hues and boulevards. 

On the North Side there is Lincoln Park Bou- 
levard and the North Shore Drive, where “the 
Mrs. Potter Palmer set’ resides. Here society 
spurts in fine equipages for a few brief hours, 
foing very little pedestrian exercise. The gen- 

_eral public forms the saunterers en route to or 
from beautiful Lincoln Park. Rigs of all kinds 
and autos are the pleasure conveyances for the 
people of means. The Sheridan Avenue drive 
to the Fort is affected by the smart set. 

The West Side has big Garfield and Humboldt 
parks, towards which lead Jackson Boulevard, 

Madison street and other broad avenues. These 
are always crowded with a mixed throng walk- 
ing. The well-to-do folks turn out with their 
carriages or automobiles.
